Another forward step has been made in the effort to 
reduce “paper work” in the Army. General Chaffee 
has promulgated several orders which are designed to 
remove unnecessary duplication of records, dilatory 
handling of reports and requisitions, and useless endorse- 
ment of such papers as pass from department to depart- 
ment and officer to officer throughout the Service. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had the abolition of needless paper work 
in mind when he created the Keep Commission, which 
is now trying to cut red tape right and left in the Goy- 
ernment service. But Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, As- 
sistant Secretary of War, had already taken steps in the 
same direction by bringing the question to the attention 
of the General Staff. The first division of that body 
gave its attention to certain questions propounded by the 
Assistant Secretary, who brought his ripe experience in 
business life to bear on the routine of Army business. 
Col. C. P. Miller, of the General Staff, gave unremitting 
care to the matter, with the result that there has now 
been rendered to the Acting Secretary of War, General 
Oliver, a voluminous and conservative report, which has 
been approved and its recommendations as to the orders 
io be issued put into effect. The General Staff in its 
work sought the opinions of officers in the field and gave 
them due consideration. To estimate the exact saving 
in paper work is impossible, but it will be very large. 
lor instance, no military headquarters will hereafter 
keep on file a report on any subject other than that re- 
lating to the business of the office in which it is filed. 
Departmental commanders are to have greater liberty in 
authorizing small expenditures, that is, up to about 
$500 in value. Instead of the full list of items in bills 
purchased being copied on the vouchers drawn for pay- 
ment, the bills will be attached to the voucher. The 
present cumbersome system of recording correspondence 
will be replaced by a “correspondence book.’ The card 
index system will be further extended, The Assistant 
Seeretary will soon take up the question of simplifing 
the system of keeping records in the field. Mention 
should also be made of the orders directing that no en- 
dorsements be made on any paper unless the officer has 
some recommendation or necessary remark to make upon 
it. Where he simply reads the paper for his own in- 
formation, all that is necessary to forward it is that he 
indicates by initials the place and person to whom it ts 
to be passed on. The official correspondence and copies 
of orders about to be issued to provide for the changes 
proposed will be found on another page. 
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This most recent effort to reduce paper work is in 
sequence of others made periodically since 1870. In 1889 
a board appointed by Secretary Endicott published 
‘Business Methods of the War Department,” most of 
the provisions of which are now in foree. In 1894 a 
hoard appointed by Secretary Lamont supplemented the 
good work already done by a board of which Major 
Arthur MacArthur and Major Fred C. Ainsworth were 
members, by abolishing the system ot book records and re- 
placing it with the card system. A board appointed in 
1901 made important recommendations which are incor- 
porated in A.R., 1904. A still further step has been taken. 
A demonstration of the extent to which red tape may 
be drawn out is contained in a recent recommendation 
for repairs to the hospital at Fort McPherson, Atlanta, 
Ga. It bears thirty-three endorsements, has been back 
to the post four times, and has appeared as many times 
in the offices of the post commandant, post quarter- 
master, departmental commander, Chief Surgeon of the 
department, Surgeon General, Military Secretary of the 
Army, and Quartermaster General of the Army, it being 
copied every time in each of these offices. The paper 
used up for $800 worth of repairs would fill a large 
waste basket. 





Capt. Henry GC. Davis, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who has 
had four years’ experience as an instructor in the Artil- 
lery School, is deeply impressed with the need of develop- 
ing a highly efficient body of electricians in the enlisted 
force of the Artillery, and as a means to that end he 
favors the establishment of a class to be known as com- 
pany electricians, two of whom should be attached to 
each company. His view is that if these electricians 
take the course at the school for electrician sergeants, 
and, after graduation, are appointed corporals in their 
companies, electrician sergeants may then be taken from 
their number by competitive examination. Captain 
Davis believes that such an arrangement would lead to 
a healthful competition among candidates for electrician 
sergeant, and thus contribute to the general efficiency of 
the Service. Another suggestion which also seems per- 
tinent is offered by Captain Davis in an article pub- 
lished in the Journal of the United States Artillery. He 
says: “It is now required of enlisted men applying to 
take the course at the school for master gunners and 
also, I believe, at the school for electrician sergeants, 
that they promise to re-enlist. This promise, I fear, is 
honored in the breach; there is no penalty for failure to 
re-enlist. To retain the services of men so educated at 
the expense of the Government, I propose that on ad- 
mission to these schools they be discharged by the Sec- 
retary of War and be immediately re-enlisted for three 
years. This costs nothing and insures at least two years’ 
service to the United States after graduating from these 
schools. It is true that if a man wished to get out of the 
Service he might apply to go to one of the schools and 
when discharged might decline to re-enlist, but such a 
man would well be out of the Service and is cheaply 
gotten rid of.” 
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Secretary Taft, in an article entitled “The Philippines 
tevisited,” which appears in the Independent, makes it 
clear that he has no patience with the absurd agitation 
for immediate independence for the islands. He declares, 
moreover, that the petitions in his address at the ban- 
quets given in his honor during his tour did not speak of 
independence, but only of relief, in the way of tariff leg- 
islation, for economic conditions. “I am well aware of 
the fact,” he continues, “that other elements entered into 
the agitation for independence that has been going on for 
some time in the islands, and that took on added force 
coincident with this party’s visit to the islands. Griev- 
ances against our government in the islands, whether 
well-founded or unfounded, will always be seized upon by 
a certain element which is only waiting for such oppor- 
tunities for agitation. At such times other Filipinos of 
a less impatient or less superficial character, who, under 
ordinary circumstances, will lend a hand to government, 
are more readily drawn into a campaign for independence. 
In other words, political discontent in the Philippines 
will always take the form of a campaign for independ- 
ence, more or less immediate. These are facts in the sit- 
uation confronting us as a power governing from outside, 
which we might as well frankly recognize, indeed, must 
recognize. ‘The Filipinos (and there are many) who may 
be said to have opinions of their own, cannot at any time 
thus be stampeded for immediate independence. All this 
is wholly apart from the question as to the actual fitness 
of the Filipinos for independence to-day, or at an early 
date, or as to whether the demands of a few are to be ac- 
cepted as the things which the many wish or ought to 
have.” 


= 
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Rear Admiral Charles W. Rae, Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, U.S.N., from whose annual report 
we quoted at length on Nov. 4, favors a prompt readjust- 
ment of ratings of the engineer force, and as the basis of 
what he terms a much-needed reform, recommends the 
creation of the rating of chief boiler-maker with pay of 
$70 per month, this chief petty officer to be appointed 
under regulations similar to those governing the selection 
of other chief petty officers of the engineer force. Ad- 
miral Rae also recommends the establishment of the rat- 
ing of oiler, first class, at $45 per month and oiler, second 
“ass, at $37 per month, in place of oiler, as at present. 
It is further recommended that at least one-fourth of the 
complement of oilers be oilers, first class, and the re- 
mainder oilers, second class, in order that men of special 
abilities may have some opportunity for promotion. “Of 
the changes asked for,” says Admiral Rae, “the establish- 
ment of the rating of chief boiler maker is the most ur- 
gent. The boiler maker is a skilled mechanic and directs 
the laying out of work and has general charge of boiler- 
repair work on board ship. Under present regulations 
there is no chance of promotion for men holding this rate, 
there being but one class for this specialty. There is 
thus no special incentive furnished for doing good work, 
men of poor or mediocre ability receiving the same com- 
pensation and privileges as those who are more capable. 
By the chance of promotion, increased pay, and the priv- 
ileges of chief petty officer a better class of men will be 
attracted for this rating, for which the proper applicants 
are seemingly too few for present needs.” 
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Major Cassius EE. Gillette, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., 
whose discovery and disclosure of gigantic frauds in the 
execution of contracts for the construction of public 
works in Philadelphia has caused a panic among the po- 
litical corruptionists of that city, has received a compli- 
ment which is at once unique and unexpected. It appears 
that the politicians involved directly and indirectly in the 
scandal are so alarmed at the results of his investigation 


that they threaten an attempt to discredit him. They 
pretend to believe that Major Gillette had no authority to 
act in the matter; that being an Army officer, he had no 
right to interfere in civil affairs, and it is intimated that 
Congress will be asked to investigate his conduct. The 
sufficient answer to this sort of talk is that Major Gil- 
lette was detailed to make the investigation by the Secre- 
tary of War at the request of the Mayor of Philadelphia, 
and that the detail bears the approval, expressed or im- 
plied, of the Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Army. The national Government has important interests 
in Philadelphia which are closely related to the public 
works in which Major Gillette has unearthed gigantic 
frauds. THis work is likely to send several of the leading 
plunderers to prison, and it is probable that if Congress 
wants to know what he has done and by what authority, 
he will be the last man to object. The threat of the cor- 
ruptionists is a high tribute to the thoroughness of his 
performance.

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No public utterance from the Japanese Navy Depart- 
ment has been made as to the prospective program for 
the immediate future, and it is assumed by English writ- 
ers that nothing of much moment will be done by the 
Japanese government in this direction until the ravages 
of the late war shall have been cured to some extent. 
The rehabilitation of the damaged Russian ships will be 
an expensive matter, but it is believed that these vessels 
will all be placed in sea-going condition with as little 
delay as possible as a concession to sentiment. Already 
some six or eight of the captured-.and salved warships 
have been re-named and commissioned under the Japan- 
ese flag. From this source alone the Mikado’s navy has 
been largely strengthened, and in the course of the next 
twelvemonth it is probable that several more Russian 
warships will be added. The latest addition of this sort 
is the Variag,’ the fine armored cruiser built by the 
Cramps shortly previous to the outbreak of the war. This 
vessel has been floated and placed in commission for ser- 
vice, and will be looked upon as the banner vessel cap- 
tured from the enemy, having been the first one to fall to 
the prowess of the Japanese arms, at the very outbreak 
of the war. 
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The general opinion around the War Department is 
that Congress will do little for the Army at the coming 
session, and that a recommendation by the General Staff 
of even a slight increase in the Artillery Corps, either in 
the coast or field batteries, will not result in legislation. 
The statements of the leaders show that the national leg- 
islature is possessed with a “do nothing” spirit and is 
manifestly hostile toward anything which will result in a 
continuing increase of Government expenditures. In- 
crease of the Army in any respect is opposed by the Con- 
gressional economists. Secretary Taft desires that the 
Coast Artillery should be strengthened, but he will have 
all he can attend to to meet the Congressional inquiry 
zs to the Panama Canal and to help along his pet project 
for reduction of the tariff on Philippine products. Con- 
gress is chary of giving too much to one man, even though 
he be as popular and tactful as Secretary Taft, and those 
who are familiar with the temper of the Military Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House believe that they will be 
disposed to trim the estimates of the War Department 
and that the leaders in both branches of the Congress 
will be inclined to further reduce them after they pass 
the committee,

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It would have been difficult for Rear Admiral Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, commander-in-chief of the British 
Cruiser Squadron, which visited New York and Annap- 
olis, to have been more emphatic in praise of the Ameri- 
can Navy than he was when speaking to Secretary Bona- 
parte and Rear Admiral Converse, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, when he visited the Navy Department last 
week. Without qualification he informed them that the 
amount and character of American warship construction 
now on the stocks was the envy of Europe, that our sys- 
tem of educating naval officers at Annapolis was one 
which every great naval power recognized it might pat- 
tern after with profit, and that the midshipmen who had 
drilled for him there the day before were the finest ap- 
pearing hody of young men he ever saw, He admitted, 
moreover, that the whole world looked to the United 
States for progress in naval science. This from the for- 
mer Chief Intelligence Officer of the Royal navy was high 
praise and much appreciated. 





The General Staff has not concurred in the request of 
the commanding officer of the 7th Company of Philippine 
Scouts that campaign badges be issued to officers and na- 
tive scouts for the expedition which captured Aguinaldo. 
The General Staff recognizes that this expedition ren- 
dered good service, but that there were many expeditions 
fully as meritorious and that the distribution of badges 
to all would cheapen the distinction.

The Board of Inspection and Survey will go aboard the 
new battleship Rhode Island at Boston Saturday and that 
craft will then make its four-hour steam trial for quali- 
fying to the speed requirements, This trial, owing to a 
slight accident, was rendered impossible at the time of 
the standardization trials, 
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Col. Henry Clay Ward, 15th Inf., who has been placed 
on the retired list at his own request after a service of 
over forty-two years, enlisted in the Volunteer service as 
a private in the 15th Massachusetts Volunteers July 31, 
1861, and was mustered out as a captain of the 57th Mas- 
sachusetts Infantry July 30, 1864, thus serving through 
the entire War of the Rebellion. He was appointed to 
the Army Feb. 23, 1866, as second lieutenant and first 
lieutenant, being transferred April 14, 1869, to the 16th 
Infantry, in which he served as regimental quartermaster 
and until his promotion to major, April 26, 1898, and his 
transfer to the 12th Infantry, May 25, 1900. He declined 
an appointment as major and inspector general, May 12. 
1898. Dec. 7, 1900, he was promoted lieutenant colonel 
of the 17th Infantry, and colonel of the 15th Jan. 31, 
1902. His “gallant and meritorious services’ during the 
war was recognized by the brevet of captain, March 7, 
1867. Colonel Ward during the Civil War participated 
in the battles of Balls Bluff, Yorktown, Fair Oaks, Mal- 
vern Ilill, Second Bull Run, Fredericksburg, Antietam, 
Gettysburg, Wilderness, Spottsylvania, Cold Harbor, Pe- 
tersburg, Weldon Railroad, Poplar Grove Church, Hatch- 
ers Run, Yellow Farm, and Fort Stedman. He was 
wounded in the battles of Antietam and Spottsylvania. 
Iie was taken prisoner at the battle of Fort Stedman, and 
confined in Libby prison. He was released in April, 
1865, and joined his regiment in the field, afterwards par- 
ticipating in the reunion of the Army of the Potomac at 
the close of the war. Colonel Ward, during the Spanish- 
American War, served with the first brigade of the first 
division of the 5th Army Corps in the invasion of Cuba.

The Navy Department is informed by cable from Seoul, 
Korea, that the marine guard, under command of Capt. 
James W. Broatch, U.S.M.C., left Chemulpo Oct. 31 on 
the cruiser Cincinnati. This guard has been on duty at 
the INerean capital since September, 194, and consisted 
of twenty-six men and one officer. The American lega- 
tion guard is the last one of the foreign guards to leave, 
and the responsibility for the preservation of order in 
Seoul now rests upon the Japanese government. Before 
the American Legation Guard took its departure from 
Seoul the Emperor of Korea presented souvenirs to Cap- 
tain Broatch and gave the private marines beer and to- 


bacco. On account of their good behavior during the 


long stay at Seoul the American marines have received 
many favors from foreigners and natives, and many 
tokens of the esteem in which they have been held. The 
marines forming the late legation guard will be distrib- 
uted among the various ships of the Asiatic Squadron as 
they may be required. They came originally from the 
Cincinnati.

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Rear Admiral Charles J. Train, U.S.N., commander-in- 
chief of the Asiatic Fleet, has established club rooms for 
the enlisted men of the fleet at the naval station at Ca- 
vite, which have proved exceedingly attractive to the 
bluejackets on the Asiatic station. In an appreciative 
reference to this enterprise the Buckeye, the bright little 
monthly published on the Ohio, the Admiral’s flagship,

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The Church Society for Promoting Kindness to Ani- 
mais, an English organization of which Queen Alexandra 
is the first patron, is sending a deputation to America to 
enlist the co-operation of President Roosevelt in persuad- 
ins the great powers to extend the terms of the Geneva 
Convention in the interest of animals. A circular issued 
by the society states that at the forthcoming Peace Con- 
ference at The Hague the revision of the Geneva Con- 
vention is almost certain to be taken under consideration, 
when the society, which has for years past been endeav- 
oring to educate public opinion upon the subject, will 
urge the representatives of the great powers to make the 
words in the convention, ‘‘sick,’ “wounded,” and “dis- 
abled,”? which now apply to men only, applicable to ani- 
mals also. This done, those who after a battle tend wound- 
ed horses, will, if wearing the badge of the Red Cross, be 
protected equally with those who tend wounded men.

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There have been some notes of criticism uttered by line 
officers in Washington because of what they term the 
“alarmist” tone of the report of the Engineer-in-Chief, 
which we published last week. They declare he has over- 
stated the case and that the Bennington disaster should 
not be allowed to figure as an argument that the line and 
staff amalgamation has been futile. The statement of the 
Engineer-in-Chief that “were the country suddenly plunged 
into war the Navy wouid find itself in no condition to 
win battles,” is no more radical than the statement of 
Engineer-in-Chief Melville in his report of 1902, that “it 
is certain that too few (officers) are now doing such (en- 
gineering) duty, and the continuance of the present policy 
will give us a fleet of warships whose future engineering 
efficiency will more resemble the defeated than the vic- 
torious squadron at the battles of Santiago and Manila.”

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The War Department finally succeeded in securing the 
assent of the authorities of the State of Kansas to the re- 
moval of the remains from the abandoned soldiers’ ceme- 
tery on the old Fort Hays reservation, which is now 
used as an agricultural experiment station. The State 
health authorities insist that the removal of the bodies 
would be a menace to the public health, because victims 
of cholera epidemic were buried in the cemetery fifty 
years ago. In the Philippines the removal of bodies of 
those who died from cholera is considered perfectly safe, 
so far as the public health is concerned, after two years 
from the date of death. The bids have now been reinvit- 
ed for the removal of the cemetery, which is one of the 
oldest in the country, and includes the graves of those 
who died in the early pioneer days on the remote frontier, 
when the region was infested by warring Indians.

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With reference to the statement of ‘ex-Chief Engineer 
Wallace, of the Isthmian Canal, that be was handicapped 
by official red-tape, which prevented the speedy delivery 
of supplies, Chairman Keep, of the Keep Commission, 
said: “We do not find as much duplication of work as 
we do a multiplication of work. It is impossible to op- 
erate the business of the Government after the fashion of 
private corporations, but there is room for better methods 
in many cases, and the effort will be made to bring this 
about.” The Keep Commission will make suggestions if 
changes can be effected through an executive order or by 





direction of the heads of departments, without recourse 
to Congress. The one great thing the commission hopes 
to bring about is a uniform method by which all similar 
work will be conducted along the same lines.

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The Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Newberry, 
has administered to Lieuts. Farmer Morrison and R. P. 
Williams, U.S.M.C., a reprimand in accordance with the 
recommendation of a court of inquiry which found that 
they had “improperly interfered” with a sergeant of the 
Marine Corps on guard duty at the New York Navy 
Yard. The report in the daily papers that these officers 
had been ordered court-martialed was an error. The ser- 
geant of the guard was entirely exonerated by the court 
from every charge of misconduct. It seems that the offi- 
cers, who were not on duty, sought to interfere with the 
sergeant of the guard on the ground that he was not in 
fit condition for duty. The court decided that the officers 


had exceeded their authority in the premises. 
mand has not been published as yet. 
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If the huge floating steel drydock built for the Navy 
by the Maryland Steel Company is successfully towed to 
the Philippines, as it seems certain to be, there will un- 
doubtedly be further consideration given to the building 
of more of these docks for the Navy. Arguments have 
been advanced to show that it would be more advantage- 
ous to build one of these docks for use at the American 
naval station at Guantanamo, Cuba, than to construct 
there a graving dock. The strategic claim for the float 
ing dock is its mobility. The Navy Department has long 
been trying to persuade Congress to give some heed to the 
necessity of supplementing the naval expansion in bat- 
tleships, cruisers and torpedo craft, with authorization 
of repair ships and other needed auxiliaries. The float- 
ing drydock is in this class.

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The Navy Department expects that every enlisted man 
of the United States Navy will lend his influence to the 
effort which the Department is making to discourage the 
disposition on the part of some civilians to discriminate 
against the wearers of the naval uniform.

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The present regulations of the Signal Corps prescribe 
that only one officer at each post shall be accountable fo: 
Signal Corps property, and others shall obtain articles 
from him on memorandum receipt. General Greely issued 
an order on Nov. 1 amending the regulations to except 
from this rule the new visual signal outfits consisting of 
two field glasses and two 2-foot flag kits, which are is- 
sued to company commanders, and should be retained an: 
accounted for by them. Repairs to Signal Corps tele- 
phones which require dismounting of parts will be made 
only at supply depots of the Signal Corps properly 
equipped for the purpose.

Hereafter the gold lace chevron of the Artillery which 
is issued from stock on hand and worn with the old style 
dress coat issued to the Artillery Corps, will be worn 
points up instead of points down. This is the purport of 
a decision circular soon to be issued from the War De- 
partment. The new uniform order prescribes that chey- 
rons shall be worn points up, but as the gold lace Artil- 
lery cheyron was formerly ordered worn points down, the 
question was raised whether it should be changed. The 
new order was quite general in its terms. The General 
Staff considered the question at length and decided that 
it should be worn points up. 





A report has been received at the Navy Department 
from Colon, Isthmus of Panama, that the wireless sta- 
tion there read a wireless communication passing between 
Key West and a vessel some three hundred miles distant 
and on the opposite side of the sending station, demon- 
strating that a message sent out is likely to wander in 
any direction and to any distance, in this 
thousand miles out of its intended course. 
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The Acting Secretary of the Navy has directed that 
the destroyers Hopkins, Lawrence, Macdonough, Stew- 
art, Truxtun and Worden be assigned to the first squad- 
ron of the North Atlantic Fleet and designated as the 
second torpedo flotilla. These small craft will join the 
fleet at some point not yet fully determined upon, and 
will take part in the winter maneuvers of the fleet. in 
Southern waters. 
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President Roosevelt, in his proclamation setting apart 
Thursday, November 30, as a day of national thanksgiv- 
ing, strikes a note of peace in these terms: “We are not 
threatened by foes from without. The foes from whom 
we should pray to be delivered are our own passions, ap- 
petites, and follies; and against these there is always 
need that we should war.”

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REDUCTION OF ARMY PAPER WORK. 

In a letter addressed to the President Nov. 1, 1905, 
the Acting Secretary of War said: “On June 27, 1905, 
ihe Assistant Secretary of War addressed a memorandum 
to the Chief of Staff, directing the General Staff to take 
up the entire question of reports, returns, correspondence 
and records required by the various departments, with a 
view to reporting upon the possibility of simplification of 
and reduction in the same. This memorandum embodied 
specific points for investigation. 

“On July 18, 1905, the Acting Secretary of War again 
addressed the General Staff, submitting suggestions of 
modification in the present system of records and ac- 
counts. The General Staff has made a thorough investi- 
eition of the several suggestions submitted by me and in 
addition thereto has intimately considered the business 
methods employed both in the War Department and in 
the field. A careful reading of the discussion and con- 
clusions of the General Staff upon the several subject 
matters considered, as set forth in its report of Sept. 27, 
105, will, it is thought, convince you of the broad and 
judicial manner in which its labor has been performed. I 
jee] satisfied that a most earnest effort has been made by 
the persons having eminent qualifications for the work to 
accomplish such simplification of methods and directness 
of results as is compatible with the proper conduct of 
Government business. The several conclusions of the 
Staff are contained in the accompanying copies of or- 
Jers, cireulars and letters intended for promulgation if 
finally approved, and a review of the important changes 
and other features embodied therein will show in a very 
<ieeinet manner the results which are proposed to be ac- 
complished by this investigation.” 

MEMORANDUM FOR THE MILITARY SECRETARY. 

With a view to simplifying records, the First Division 
ot the General Staff has recommended the substitution 
o! one book, containing an index, and to be designated 
“Correspondence Book,” for the four books now desig- 
nited respectively Letters Received, Index to Letters 
Iteceived, Letters Sent, and Index to Letters Sent. 
While this recommendation has received the general ap- 
proval of the Assistant Secretary of War, it is his desire 
to have the new system tried both at post and regimental 
headquarters and in several companies, and report made 
by the officers concerned in the trial, before a final change 
is ordered. 

The post of Fort Sam Houston, and the headquarters 
2th Infantry at that post have had the card index sys- 
icm in use for some time, and that post and the organi- 
zations serving thereat are selected to test the proposed 
system in order to obtain a comparison with the card in- 
dex system. The posts of Fort Myer and Fort McPher- 
son and the organizations serving at these posts are also 
selected to test the proposed system. The Military Sec- 
retary will furnish the hecessary correspondence books 
and instructions for using the same, to the posts and or- 
ganizations named, and give directions for a trial of the 
system for two months; report to be made as soon as prac- 
ticable after the trial. d 

The “Correspondence Book” recommended is of small 
size, in order to adapt it for use in campaign. The re- 
port on the system will include an opinion as to the 
proper size of the book. ; 

The experimental records as here directed will be made 
in addition to the records made under the existing regu- 
lations and orders in order that comparison may better 
be made as to the relative value of the system. It is de- 
sired, if possible, to evolve a uniform system for keeping 
the records of companies, regiments and posts, that will 
be simple and satisfactory. For large posts it is recog- 
nized: that the card system of keeping records may be in 
some respects preferable, but the difficulty of securing 
clerks expert in its use and the desirability of a uniform 
system must be carefully considered. For field use the 
card system is deemed too cumbersome, and is conse- 
quently unsuited for regimental and company records, and 
it must be borne in mind that there is a great advantage 
in having the same system for keeping the records of all 
posts as for regiments and companies in order that the 
clerical knowledge gained in one place may be utilized 
in another. 

a. In the correspondence book will be entered, with 
ink or indelible pencil, a memorandum of each item of 
correspondence in respect to which a record is necessary, 
showing name of writer, d@ste of receipt, place, date, and 
purport of communication, action taken, and disposition 
of original, i.e., whether filed, forwarded, or returned to 
higher authority, or referred or tansmitted to a subor- 
dinate. Each item will be numbered from one forward 
continuously. When a communication is received back 
in an office where an entry of it has already been made 
it will not be given a new number, but the record will be 
continued on the former entry. 

). Each item will be indexed under subject, and when 
lecessary under name or official designation of writer 
and under name of person or persons referred to in the 
communication. Each index entry will be numbered with 
the same number as the item, and underneath this num- 
ber will be placed, when practicable, the number of any 
otier item connected with or bearing upon the case. 

This book will be supplemented by a Document 
"ile, corresponding to the present file of Letters Re- 
ceived, but more comprehensive, since it will include 
copies of letters sent and indorsements. 

The papers of this file will be numbered to correspond 
with the number of the item and index entries, and will 
he filed according to serial number. It will contain the 
orginal documents or communications when the same 
ar retained, and a carbon, letter-press, or other legible 
cooy of all letters, indorsements, or telegrams of the of- 
fico relating to the same, as well as such a copy of all 
le'ters, indorsements, or telegrams originating in the 
of'ce. When more than one paper pertaining to the 
sine item is placed on this file, the papers will be placed 
in an envelope, if practicable, and tke number of the 
itm noted thereon. Papers differently numbered but on 
i related matter may also be kept together when de- 
sied, but if so kept, a reference slip must be inserted to 
‘count for the paper extracted from its serial place.

'0 the business of the office at which received. 
sill forthwith be transmitted to the proper place for ac- 
‘in, 2, Accounts current, vouchers, returns of person- 
lei, stores and property, inventories and inspection re- 
ports, requisitions, muster and pay rolls. 3. Mere letters 
‘! transmittal, which shall forthwith be destroyed in 
(ho office of deposit of the document which it accompa- 
hivs, 4, Requests for and acknowledgement of receipt 
of publications and blanks. 5. All other communica- 
‘ions of no permanent value and which are finally dis- 
besed of by the answers thereto. ‘ 

Ihe serial numbers in the Document File will conse- 


quently not be complete, but whenever an entry is made 
therein, the number will correspond to the number of the 
item in the correspondence book, and the abbreviation 
“Doc.” will be placed after the entry in the correspond- 
ence book in order to indicate that the communication is 
filed in the document file or an entry made therein in ref- 
erence to it. 

By the terms of a proposed G.O., under the provisions 
of Par. 888, A.R., the Inspector General’s Department 
is charged with the inspections necessary: of each divi- 
sion and department headquarters to determine whether 
or not the prescribed methods of official business are 
strictly carried out. 

Other G.O. proposed provide as follows: 

Hereafter, at each administrative headquarters of the 
Army, the following methods will be observed in keeping 
of records and the transaction of official business. 

No record shall be kept in any office at a military head- 
quarters respecting matters of which an established rec- 
ord or file is kept in any other office at the same head- 


-quarters, to which the matter covered thereby properly 


pertains, but information shall be obtained from the 
latter source on application thereof as occasion may re- 
quire. Thus, no record will be made in the office of the 
Military Secretary (or adjutant) of a paper destined for 
the action of another office,sexcept when the commander 
desires to take some previous action, and generally only 
such papers will be filed in the office of the Military Sec- 
retary (or adjutant) as do not pertain to the business of 
any of the subordinate offices. 

Mail received in any office will be opened promptly 
and each communication will be stamped with the name 
of the office and date of receipt. Communications per- 
taining to the business of the office will then be separat- 
ed from those pertaining to the business of other offices; 
the latter will then be marked with the initials of the 
office to which they pertain, and at once sent to the 
proper offices, the former, if of such sufficient import- 
ance to be made of record will then be briefed and 
entered. 

Each staff officer is responsible that communications 
sent to him are promptly acted upon. In a case requiring 
the action of the commander, the staff officer will sub- 
mit the case to him through the Chief of Staff (Military 
Secretary, or adjutant), with a memorandum, when nec- 
essary giving a summary of the case and containing his 
recommendation as to proper action. 

In case of routine papers to he forwarded or returned 
to high authority the staff officer will submit them with 
endorsement prepared for signature of the commander; 
if to be returned or transmitted, with instructions or re- 
marks, the endorsement will be prepared for signature 
of the Military Secretary (or adjutant). 

When acted upon by the commander, the proper steps 
to carry such action into effect will be taken by the 
Chief of Staff (Military Secretary or adjutant), and the 
papers returned to the office of record, when it will be 
finally disposed of, i.e., filed, forwarded, transmitted, er 
returned, without further endersement or action of that 
office, except to note the disposition in the record. 

Paragraphs 100, 637, 1117 and 1414, Army Regulations, are 
amended to read as follows: 

100. Each post non-commissioned staff officer will make 
a personal report on June 30 of each year. The officer 
under whose orders these non-commissioned officers are 
serving will endorse upon each separate report, his 
opinion of the manner in which the non-commissioned 
officer has performed his duty and the commanding offi- 
cer will forward the report through military channels to 
the chief of the proper bureau or corps. 

637. Every voucher in support of a payment for sup- 
plies or for services, except as provided for the engineer 
department in Par. 688 of these regulations, shall be made 
out in favor of the creditor, giving his address and must 
state (if for supplies furnished), either on the voucher 
or on bills attached, the date of the purchase, the quan- 
tity and price of each article, and the amount, or (if for 
services), the character of the services, the date or dates 
on which rendered and the amount, where a purchase 
under an accepted bid, after public notice is made, the 
voucher beside being subject to the foregoing require- 
ments, will be accompanied by a copy of the public 
notice, the accepted bid, and a copy of the letter accept- 
ing the bid, and must contain a certificate that the 
award was made to the lower responsible bidder for the 
best and most suitable articles, and that the needs of the 
service required the purchase to be made in the manner 
indicated by the public notice. Where papers relating to 
two or more vouchers are required to accompany ac- 
counts, they must be filed with the first voucher paid and 
reference thereto made on the other voucher. A voucher 
for services by the day or month must state the nature 
of the service, the inclusive dates of service, the time for 
which payment is made, the rate of pay, and the amount, 
and the receipt of a creditor to a voucher for supplies 
furnished or services rendered must contain the Words, 
“which I certify to be correct.’’ All vouchers, when 
practicable, will be rendered in the English language, 
but if rendered in a foreign language the translation of 
the same must accompany the voucher. 

1117. A person requiring transportation will exhibit an 
order from competent authority. The quartermaster will 
endorse on the original order over his signature, the fact 
that transportation has been provided, its kind, the 
place from and to which it has been furnished, and the 
number of pounds of extra baggage transported, if any. 
The original order will be retained by the person who 
receives the transportation, and in case a soldier entitled 
to commutation of rations while traveling, will be dis- 
posed of as directed in Par. 1258. When a quartermaster 
furnishes transportation, under the provisions of Par. 108 
to a soldier on furlough, he will report the actual or 
probable cost thereof to the company commander, and 
will enter on the furlough a statement that the trans- 
portation has been furnished. The officer paying the ac- 
count will notify the company commander of the actual 
amount paid and date of payment. 

1414. An annual inspection will be made prior to March 
1, by the commanding officer and surgeon, after which 
the surgeon will prepare a report upon the form pre- 
scribed for that purpose, showing the sanitary condition 
of all public buildings, the drainage, the sewerage, 
amount and quality of the water supply, the clothing 
and habits of the men, and the character and cocking 
of the food, and containing such recommendations as he 
may deem proper. The commanding officer will return 
the report, with his views and action endorsed thereon, 
and if he deem the action recommended impracticable or 
undesirable, will state fully his objections. The en- 
dorsement will be recorded in the medical history of the 
post cr command, and the report and endorsement will 
be forwarded by the surgeon on March 1, through mili- 
tary channels to the surgeon general. As far as practi- 
cable intermediate commanders will correct sanitary de- 
fects, noting their action by endorsement. The surgeon 
under the direction of the commanding officer, will super- 
vise the hygiene of the post or command, and recom- 
mend such measures as he may deem necessary to pre- 
vent or diminish disease. He will make frequent exam- 
inations of everything pertaining to the hygiene of the 
command and sanitation of the station, and will make 
immediate report to the commanding officer of any de- 
fects observed. On the last day of each month he will 
make full report in writing to the commanding officer, 
with such recommendations as he may deem proper. The 
commanding officer will take immediate action to correct 
any defects so reported, and to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the surgeon unless he disapproves the 
latter, in which case he will forward the report with 
reasons for disapproval, for the action of higher au- 
thority. When not so forwarded the report, endorsed 
with the approval and action of the commanding officer, 
will be returned to the surgeon for file. 


The Chief Clerk of the War Department is to be 
charged with the supervision of the business methods 
of the War Department in its several bureaus and offices, 
and it is to be his duty to make, or cause to be made, 


at stated intervals such inspections as may be necessary 
to determine whether said business methods are being 
strictly adhered to and to report from time to time the 
results of such inspections to the Secretary of War for 
his consideration and action. ‘ 

A letter relative to changes in the auditing system 
will be sent to the Secretary of the Treasury suggesting 
that the following requirements of the Auditor might 
be modified without opening any door to fraud: “That 
the order for shipment by express be noted on the ex- 
press bill of landing in place of furnishing a copy; that 
the use of an office stamp, ‘Official Copy,’ be permitted 
in place of requiring an officer’s signature to same upon 
all copies of papers filed with vouchers; that the re- 
ceipts for each item of a civilian employee’s bill of 
expenses when traveling under orders be dispensed with. 
Finally, it is recommended that the Auditor of the War 
Department be asked to assist the Secretary of War in 
his efforts to reduce the clerical work of the Army by 
modifying his requirements in the preparation of papers 
accompanying vouchers for money expenditures whenever 
this is possible without injury to the Government’s in- 
terests.” 

In his letter to the Treasury Department, the Secre- 
tary of War will say: “When we consider that dis- 
bursing officers in the Army are commissioned; subject 
to trial and loss of a life position if convicted of fraud; 
that they are selected for their positions as disbursing 
officers because of their fitness and experience, it would 
seem that some of the requirements of the Auditor not 
actually required by statute might be simplified and the 
paper work of the War Department materially re- 
duced.” 

To the Q.M. General will be addressed a letter direct- 
ing that the system governing requisitions for military 
posts provided for by 1011, 1012 and 1013, A.R., 1904, 
as governed by Circular No. 10, Q.M.D., March 9, 1905, 
“be extended to cover all articles usually required at 
military posts and thus reduce to a minimum the requisi- 
tions requiring action.” As Circular No. 10 omits to men- 
tion, many articles of common use at military posts, the 
intent of the Regulations is to some extent nullified and 
a large number of requisitions are forwarded to the 
Quartermaster General’s Office for action that might 
properly be prevented. 

The Commissary General will be advised to consolidate 
Form 13, used for the commutation of rations for sol- 
diers at a distance from the paying commissary under 
travel orders, or on furlough, and Form 14, for the pay- 
ment of ordnance sergeants in charge of ungarrisoned 
posts, retaining Form 13 and abolishing Form 14. 

G.O. will be issued directing that the clothing ac- 
count be kept on the prescribed blank, “‘Descriptive List, 
Military Record, and Statement of Accounts of Enlisted 
Men,” and that in order to put the loose-leaf system 
in full effect at the earliest convenient date, organization 
commanders be authorized to transfer accounts from the 
clothing back to the prescribed blank. 

The following General Orders will be issued: 

The following order, issued from this office August 17, 
1894, is hereby revoked: 

“Orders: Matters relating to inspections and the de- 
cision of certain other classes of cases having been as- 
signed to the Assistant Secretary of War by orders of 
the Secretary of War, dated December 27, 1893, any au- 
thority heretofore granted chiefs of bureaus to direct 
the disposition of property borne on inventory and in- 
spection reports, or to decide cases other than those 
which they are authorized to decide in their own names, 
‘by order or authority of the Secretary of War,’ is here- 
by revoked.”’ 

The following is substituted, and will hereafter govern: 

“Chiefs of bureaus are authorized to decide cases, 
properly and solely within the scope of their authority, 
in their own names. When existing regulations or orders 
require certain cases to be submitted to the Secretary of 
War for his action, but in which 

“(1) There is no difference of opinion. 
ae There is no doubt as to the facts, law or regula- 
tions, 

“(3) The amount involved does not exceed $6500, 

“(4) The decision of the Secretary of War can be dis- 
tinctly foreseen, 

“(6) The principles having been previously determined, 
chiefs of bureaus are authorized to decide such cases 
and sign the decision ‘By authority of the Secretary of 
War,’ provided, the cases so decided are included in the 
particular class of business over which the chief of the 
bureau who decides has sole jurisdiction. 

“The authority thus conferred is subject to the restri¢- 
tions of existing law. 

“In case a protest from a decision of the chief of any 
bureau, under the authority herein delegated, may be 
made by the party, or parties, in interest, the same shall 
be submitted (by the chief of the bureau), through proper 
channels, to the Secretary of War for his personal con- 
sideration.”’ 

Much clerical labor can be saved in the conduct of 
War Department business by a strict adherence to the 
methods set forth in Business Methods of the War De- 
partment published in 1889. 

The following provisions are quoted, in substance: 

“(a) Abbreviations should be used in lieu of words 
written in full whenever practicable. 

“(b) A letter should be short, clear, and concise, and 
each letter upon one subject only. 

“(c) Letters of slight importance need not be entered 
or listed. 

“(d) Communications which do not contain informa- 
tion necessary to be retained, should be returned by in- 
dorsement containing the information desired. 

“(e) Papers referred within the War Department from 
one bureau to another for report, remark, or to note 
should not be formally indorsed and signed. A red ink 
or pencil. notation being sufficient, as Q.M.G.—re- 
port; or, J,A.G.—to note. Note. Papers pertaining to 
one bureau when sent to another for any purpose are 
included in the above provision, which is frequently vio- 
lated. It is also a common mistake to make a record in 
one or more bureaus of papers received for notation or 
report, over which another bureau has jurisdiction 

“(f) When a communication is received which calls 
for information or action in several bureaus, it should 
be passed from one to the other until the information is 


complete, then returned for final action to the bureau 
which has jurisdiction over the principal subject in- 
volved, when it will be filed or otherwise disposed of. 


In such cases the initials of the chiefs of > 
bureaus will be indicated in the order in which a 
gi cage - Soe 
‘hen the legal opinion of the Judge Advo . ¢ 
is desired by the chief of a bureau. dtes tettrnn 
permitted. When authority is desired by the chief of a 
bureau for the admission of any foreign article free of 
duty, the request should be made direct to the Secretary 
of War, this being a civil and not a military matter, and 
no record being required in the Office of the Military 
Secretary. In general, matters of a civil nature referred 
to the chief of a bureau by the Secretary of War will be 
returned direct. No time report of clerks will be kept 
by any chief of bureau, except of the extra hours worked 
or of an absence from duty. Attention is called to the 
Business Methods of the War Department,” published 
.— ae to ee vem = office dated May 15, 1894 
men ar. » anual fo : .

“101. ccounts current and returns of subsistenc 
will, in general, cover monthly periods oniyy ond Taree

Division and department commanders will be informed 
that the restriction imposed by Par. 750, A.R., 1904, is 
to be interpreted as extending to their respective chiefs 
of staff departments, and as prohibiting the calling for 
copies of regular reports and returns, at stated times, 
additional to those required to be furnished by Army 
Regulations. 





AN EXCELLENT SUGGESTION. 
Fort Monroe, Va., Oct. 9, 1905. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
There recently appeared in print a suggestion by a 
well-known officer that some of our Army officers be 
given the opportunity of serving in some of the armies 
of foreign governments, from which permission could be 
obtained for that purpose. And it was stated that offi- 
cers of some other armies were so detailed for purposes 
of observation and experience by their governments. 
Beginning with junior officers of Ordnance and of the 
Signal Corps, and some of those officers of the Artillery 
who had completed the course at the Artillery School 
or at the Torpedo School, or who were otherwise deemed 
specially qualified, it would seem to me of advantage to 


detail a few of these officers each year to serve for some 
period, say a year, with the fleet (as for instance, with 
ships in the North Atlantic), by special and systematic 
arrangement with the Navy Department. The officers 
so detailed would be few in number, not more than one 
to any ship, and only a few to the fleet or for the entire 
detail, in order to be thrown on their own resources, and 
not to be in the way aboard ship. 

They would be attached by general orders through 
the Navy Department to the staff of the admiral of the 
squadron or fleet to which assigned for duty, and would 
be attached by him to such of the larger ships as he 
might designate, such as would afford the best oppor- 
tunity for a special study of naval battery control, com- 
munications, signal apparatus, gun mechanism, training 
gear and the like, and would give these officers the naval 
point of view regarding the attack on fortifications and 
a practical idea of ship arrangement. They would be 
under the immediate command of the admiral, limited 
by special instructions of the Navy Department. Such 
ideas can now only be obtained second-hand by conversa- 
tions of our officers with Navy men, and by the study 
of such literature and drawings as come into their hands, 
which in general is.very meagre, and which they have 
only a limited time to study. 

It may be said that all necessary information may be 
gained by reading, but it is a fact too often proved by 
experience that actual practice and theory do not most 
often thoroughly agree. In order to keep up with naval 
progress and with the latest improvements of gun 
mechanisms, transmission of power, etc., one needs to 
be in actual working contact with such material. Theory 
might say that hydraulic power was better to get dead 
slow motion with for training purposes, or that electricity 
could not be satisfactorily applied to give such motion. 
This might be true, yet actual contact might aid in the 
development and perfection of appliances which would 
prove the contrary. 

Officers so detailed would be required to render reports 
at the end of stated periods to the War Department, ac- 
companied by plans and suggestions when asked for 
(which latter should be encouraged), and at the end of 
their detail should be required to draw up a full report, 
illustrated by diagrams and drawings made by themselves 
showing the methods and devices employed to secure 
fire efficiency on the vessels to which they had been at- 
tached. These reports should not be allowed in any case 
to be perfunctory, and if any officer failed to supply 
satisfactory information, and showed a lack of enthus- 
iasm for such duties he should be removed, 

As regards selection for such a detail, not merely the 
brighter students of prescribed courses should be given 
such opportunities (though these should rank first, and 
a man must stand largely upon his records); but where 
interest was manifested, as where an officer was special- 
ly desirous of such a duty and asked for it, and where 
his records were satisfactory, he might be given the op- 
portunity to prove by his efforts whether he was suitable 
for such duty or not, and if found not equal to it, might 
be relieved. Where there were more applications than 
vacancies, the records in each case must be comparative- 
ly considered. It is manifest that one man may have 
less knowledge than another, may even be less able, yet 
if he enter on his work with interest and enthusiasm he 
will accomplish more or much, while the work of the 
so-called bright man, lacking interest, or given to the 
blasé attitude of life, will be nil. Again, since our at- 
tention is continually called to the prodigiously rapid 
advance of applied science in the Coast Artillery, to the 
perfection-of power transmission, of .methods of signai- 
ing and of mechanism, we are liable to become side- 
tracked, or so to speak, carried on by the current of 
progress, but encysted, that is, shut off from the current 
of the world except by books. To avoid this, members 
of the Artillery and also of the Ordnance Department 
should be in limited numbers granted leaves of absence 
for a month, several months, or even a year, on applica- 
tion, where well or specially qualified, in order to study 
in large foundries, shops, testing departments of large 
establishments, ete., in the same manner as fresh gradu- 
ates of our technical univérsities now finish their educa- 
tion or begin practical life. These leaves where given 
should not count as leaves where the certificate of the 
officer stated such a purpose; and he also should be re- 
quired to render such reports, drawings and suggestions 
as might be proper. 

There is a tendency where one portion of a field is 
cut off from another for the cut off part to speculate too 
much. The Artillery belong to the great field of ap- 
plied science, and all barriers which prevent full intel- 
lectual contact should be thrown down. We should be 
practical electricians, mechanics, engineers of various 
classes as our duties call us to be: and we will never be 
so as long as we are cut off largely from contact with 
the outer world. 

Telautographs are made of practical use in large 
restaurants even, and often when the Army has arrived 
at the point where it is ready to adopt such and such an 
application, the commercial world, and sometimes the 
Navy, have passed by it and are using something more 
perfected or perhaps depending on different principles. 
We look on our work as specialized, but many an engineer 
whe has worked in shipyards or in large shops could 


give us points in a few minutes of great practical value; 
we trust too much to books. 

Again let me touch upon field troops. Infantry and 
Cavalry officers have scarcely any knowledge one of the 
other, except among those officers who have been for- 
tunate enough to attend the Military Academy. It is so 
with Field Artillery and Engineers; and the view of the 
great practical field of the Cavalry, Artillery and En- 
gineers, such as is found in actual practice or in the 
Service schools for those arms, cannot even be gained at 
the Military Academy. Some of our subalterns must some 
day be generals. Some of them will, perhaps, be so 
fortunate as actually to command mixed troops in the 
field. It is self-evident that officers of special acquire- 
ments, records, abilities or manifested interest and as- 
pirations, whose value was later demonstrated by shown 
capacity for the work openly aspired to, would be in bet- 
ter position to become generals, and to command mixed 
forces, and would find their general interest in the Ser- 
vice to be immensely stimulated, if detailed, or per- 
mitted on application after a possible examination in 
some cases to enter for a period of months or years 
the arm in which, for purposes of instruction, they de- 
sired to serve—or the Service school to which they de- 
sired to be sent. 

Let the Coast Artillery study with the Navy. The 
Engineers, the Field Artillery, the Cavalry, the Infantry, 
study with one another by means of a limited number 
of specially detailed officers. 

In closing I must draw attention to the fact that while 
emphasis is laid all over the modern world on training 
as part of preparation, there is no training equal to 
actual work, and in proportion as training simulates 
actual work it is more effective and productive of results. 
Therefore actual work in shops is of additional value as 
a supplement to Artillery service and garrison schools, 
especially when those shops afford far larger fields for 
observation and experience than the best equipped 
Army school department can ever hope to offer. And 
further emphasis must be laid upon the stimulus and 
insight which such outside work affords. The desire 
of younger officers for such experience might not only 
be commended, but officially encouraged. 

The idea regarding details or attachments as above 
expressed is different from that allowed to lapse after 
one trial in the fleet maneuvers at Culebra, and any 
step in this line would be of insufficient value unless the 
_ was thoroughly conceived and systematically exe- 
cuted. 

Such suggestions as the above are small in themselves, 
as was that a few weeks ago that a few of our officers 
be detailed for service in foreign regiments where such 
service was permitted by the foreign governments con- 
cerned; but every little counts, and it is the spirit of 
— every little that counts, that produces great re- 
sults. 

The blasé and ultra conservative would have styled 
some of the methods of the Japanese unnecessary. Per- 
haps they were unnecessary to mediocrity, but they were 
an essential part of the mechanism on which depended 
great successes. 

One trouble with our nation is that while we are free 
men we are hide bound by conventionality, and following 
the spirit of laissez faire neglect or that of faire compter. 

The newspaper correspondent often places the impor- 
tance of news for the people above all else, and ridicules 
and abuses the efforts of the commanders of his nation’s 
forces to keep their movements secret; yet after great 
victories, won by a nation which guarded secrets jeal- 
ously, yet politely, he lauds the methods which helped 
to produce those victories to the skies, and tells our na- 
tion in long articles how much we may profit by them. 

The question is not always one of necessity, but of 
value. Ideas are as important as knowledge, and while 
many ideas come to nothing, we all ought to have ideas 
and try to express them. Actual contact is bound to 
produce more ideas in the end than poring over blue 
prints, and contact in most cases is necessary to grasp 
the ensemble, or at least to gain ideas for the co-ordina- 
tion of the parts in the ensemble. It never shows us the 
perfected device we need, but it puts us on the track to 
invent, perfect or discover that device.

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HOSPITAL CORPS, NAVY AND ARMY. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have read with more than passing interest the article 
signed “‘Caduceus” in your issue of Oct. 28, entitled “The 
Army Hospital Corps,” and in fairness to the Hospital 
Corps of the Navy feel that a false impression of the 
relative status of the Army and Navy Hospital Corps 
should not be permitted to remain uncorrected. 

The table published comparing the rank of the Hos: 
pital Corps of the Army with the rating of the Hospital 
Corps of the Navy can in no wise furnish a method of 
comparison, for it makes the primary error of placing 
the pharmacist in the Navy, a warrant officer, in the 
same category of sergeant, first class (formerly hospital 
steward), in the Army. In a spirit of fairness then let 
us compare rank with rate as it really exists. 

The hospital steward of the Army (now with the rank 
of sergeant, first class.) whose pay is $45 monthly, gross- 
ly inadequate, nevertheless has a clothing allowance of 
upwards of $55 the first year, $20 the second year and 
$10 the third year of each and every enlistment. He, in 
more than 95 per cent. of cases, has a shore station, 
either here or abroad, is furnished quarters (palatial by 
comparison with the hospital steward in the Navy), fuel, 
ete., and is allowed, free of charge, the transportation of 
over 600 pounds of baggage to whatever station he may 
be ordered. If married, his is the ideal life (by compari- 
son), for, wherever it may be his lot to serve, his family 
may be with him if he so desires, and his home is defi- 
nite, certain. and humane. His brother, the hospital stew- 
ard of the Navy, receives $60 per month in pay, does not 
receive any clothing allowance (except $45 upon original 
shipment, and that only recently), and in most instances 
finds his home upon the broad expanse of the glorious 
waters of the earth, miles and miles from those he loves 
best, and if he is fortunate enough to hold a shore billet, 
and fate wills him enthroned in the marital state, he may 
have the privilege of shore liberty every other day. He 
is unable to secure quarters for his family from the Goy- 
ernment, and even in the midst of his interrupted felicity 
is ever apprehensive of the order for sea duty which may 
separate him from his family from one to four years. 

It is true that the examination for sergeant, first class, 
in the Army is competitive, but that it is more difficult 
than that for hospital steward in he Navy, not to men- 
tion pharmacist, is absurd. If any greater degree of 
“stiffness” exists at all it is certainly in the examination 
for the latter rating. A very large per cent. of the hos- 
pital stewards in the Navy are graduated pharmacists, 
or at least registered; is this true of the Army? Not 





that the Army hospital steward is not a most efficient 
non-commissioned officer in every respect, for surely he 
has demonstrated his fitness beyond all doubt; in fact 
the average degree of intelligence of the hospital steward 
of the Army is truly remarkable. 

The hospital steward of the Navy, if at a shore sta- 
tion, is assigned duty in the operating room, dispensary, 
laboratory, or executive office. If at sea he has charge of 
the hospital on board ship, called “sick bay.”. There his 
duties begin in the dispensary and really have no limita- 
tion so far as their multiplicity is concerned. He has 
his clerical work to do, the patients receive his attention, 
and the operating room frequently requires his presence. 
On shore his quarters are comfortable, frequently con- 
sisting of a room and bath, if such accommodations are 
available, with his every other day liberty (usuaily from 
4 p.m. to 8 a.m.). Aboard ship his ‘bunk’ is usually in 
the dispensary, not an aggravatingly large compartment, 
or in a room adjacent thereto; his liberty—well there is 
no telling about that feature at all. 

The hospital apprentices, first class, have no clothing 
allowance save as aforesaid. Their relative examinations 
are about the same and their duties differ only so far as 
the acting hospital steward (now sergeant) in the Army, 
is usually found behind the prescription counter, where:s 
the hospital apprentice, first class, in the Navy, when be- 
hind the prescription counter, usually is there as an as- 
sistant ; their other duties are about the same, with every 
advantage in favor of the sergeant, except the extra $5 
per month pay of the hospital apprentice. The rank of 
corporal in the H.C. of the Army is really one of con- 
venience, but that of private, first class, is analogous to 
that of hospital apprentice, save that the hospital ap- 
prentice, in most instances, is required to pass a simple 
oral examination before he is rated. 

The writer is most anxious not to be misconstrued as 
intending to discourage the most worthy effort on the 
part of the Hospital Corps of the Army to secure for it a 
higher and more adequate pay, but as such is also the 
earnest effort of the Hospital Corps of the Navy, the 
writer feels that false impressions concerning the rela- 
tive status between the two corps needs instant correc- 
tion. The Hospital Corps of both Army and Navy should 
be regarded as ranking with the highest branch of the 
Service, and a higher rate of pay in both branches will 
undoubtedly raise the already high standard of efficiency 
which is largely responsible for the low mortality rate 
now existing in the Army and Navy of the United States 
as compared with the armies and navies of the world.

ADONISES WANTED FOR THE ARMY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In the issue of October 28, 1905, of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, a Doctor Minor, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
states that only five in 7,000 examinations made by him 
for U.S.A. “were perfect specimens of manhood from 
a sculptor’s viewpoint.” The civilian examining sur- 
geons for recruits for the U.S. Army are not selected to 
judge the recruit from a “sculptor’s viewpoint.” It 
would be a pity if they did, for we could get only about 
34,000 men, estimating our population at seventy mil- 
lions, expressed in twelve millions of males. As our 
Army is about twice that number, then there might be 
one-half perfect “Adonises”—most likely to be found in 
the “young” officer class, while the second prix “Adoni- 
ses” are possibly just about to be “retired’’—the Navy, 
you see, is left out by Dr. Minor. 

Aside from such speculations, a recruit is examined 
for his physical fitness to endure for the term of en- 
listment (three years) the often severe strains put upon 
him for that period. It is essential the eye be excellent 
without any sort of artificial aid, because the individual 
soldier must see his enemy at the same time his enemy 
observes him, or better, before, or he may pay the penalty 
by being hit. 

The U.S. Army is not so far behind European armies, 
if any, from my reading. Japan has put into successful 
practice the accumulated scientific medical knowledge of 
the world in her late war with Russia. If a recruit has 
good eyesight, hearing and teeth, with muscular develop- 
ment commensurate to his height, sound lungs, heart and 
digestion, being both alert and supple, he then can swing 
a saber or shoot a gun equal to any other individual, if 
an American, in the world. Such fellows are culled from 
men offering themselves for soldiers here; then when 
trained by our exceptionally competent officers, they per- 
sonally elicit the admiration of every observer in what- 
ever circumstances—whether at Tien Tsien or Santiago.

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A REMEDY FOR DESERTION. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
Permit me to suggest as a preventive of desertion that 
Congress incorporate in the Civil Service Regulations a 
clause to the effect that, ‘An honorable discharge from 
the Army, Navy, or Marine Cerps, will enable the bearer, 
after passing a civil service examination, and attaining 
a percentage of 65 per cent. (or make it 70 per cent.), to 
be placed at the head of the list of eligibles for appoint- 
ment.” The facet of a man knowing that after serving 
his enlistment and obtaining an honorable discharge, 
the discharge would be of much service to him in 
civil life, would, in the opinion of the writer, cause the 
better class of men to hesitate before deserting the Ser- 
vice and would be the means of bringing to the Service 
a better class of men. Briefly, the substance of the 
above is, make an honorable discharge of some benefit to 
the bearer in securing appointments in the Government 
Service, and there will be more of an inducement for a 
man to remain in the Service until his term of enlistment 
expires, even though he be dissatisfied with it.

The Army Co-operative Fire Association now has 1,400 
members and expects to have 1,500 members on its roll by 


the end of the current year. The cost of insurance for 
the first nine months of the year was only fifty cents per 
$1,000. Since then Capt. Herman C. Schumm, A.C., met 
with a loss of $500 and Captain Thompson, O.D., lost 4 
horse valued at $100 in a fire which destroyed one of the 
stables at the Rock Island Arsenal. It is hoped that the 
adoption of the proposed amendment to the Constitution 
extending the fire limits to all places having a paid fire 
department will further increase the membership. The 
result of the vote on the amendment will not be officially 
known until the count at the annual meeting to be held 
in January. The secretary at Fort Leavenworth wili 
furnish any information desired by officers desiring [° 
join the association, ‘together with blanks for application. 
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The Attorney General has rendered an opinion as to 
the right of holders of medals of honor of the old design 
to hold those of the old design and receive one of the new 
design also. In this, he says: “I am advised that while 
several thousand medals were prepared under the legis- 
lation of 1862 aiid 1863, only about two thousand were 
actually bestowed, so that it would be possible to replace 
ill such medals, if desired by the grantees, with the new 


medals authorized by the act of April 23, 1904. In m 
opinion, the word “replace,” as used in the Act of 1904, 
implies the loss, destruction or surrender of the old 
medal. To replace presupposes a vacancy, and a vacaricy 
eatinot exist so long as the origirial remains in its place. 
io bestow the new medal without the old medal having 
jell ii Somé miannér displaced, would not be to replace 
ihe old medal but to give the new medal outright, and 
tliat y6u aré iiot authorized to do. That would be 
‘placing,’ hot ‘replacing.’ It is téue nothitig is me | 
said as té the disposition of the ald medal, but, as stated, 
the direction to use sd maiiy of tlie new niedals as nidy 
he necessary to replace the old necessarily iniplies the 
loss, destruction, or surrender of the old medals. You 
are the person authorized to replace and hence the one 

ascertain, in each case, whether the old medal has been 
Jost or destroyed, and if not to require its surrender: It 
is of course optional with the holder whether he shall 
surrender his old medal for the new. The old medal 
may for many reasons be very dear to him and possess 
a value by reason of its age and the associations con- 
nected with it that the new one would lack. Under 
such circumstances he would probably not be willing to 
part with it, and it was not the intention of Congress to 
‘ompel him to do so, even if it had the power. Your 
oyvder requiring the surrender of the old medal by appli- 
cunts for the new is in complete accordance with the 
-pirit of the statute. Of course, if in any case the old 
edal has been lost or destroyed, and its surrender there- 
orce be impossible, you would be authorized, upon satis- 
inctory proof of the fact, to replace it.” The views set 
forth by the Attorney General in the foregoing opinion 
are concurred in and will govern the practice of the War 
Hepartment in future.

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Col. John Van Rensselaer Hoff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., 
arrived at New York Nov. 7 on the Kroonland, of the 
Red Star Line, from Manchuria, where he was an ob- 
erver with the Russian army during the latter part of 
(he campaign there. Colonel Hoff in a conversation re- 
carding his trip is reported as follows: “I left the Rus- 
an forces at Yungalun on Oct. 5. I may say that while 
hooks and reports without number-have been published 
on the conduct of medical work with an army in the field, 
it is impossible to gather, unless one has had actual ex- 
perience, what are the real requirements in such a case. 
i cannot give out details of the report which I am to 
make, but I can say this: When the sanitary statistics 
of the Russian army are published the world will be as- 
ionished at the results. There were no signs of disaffec- 
(ion among the Russian troops so far as I was able to 
observe. On the contrary, they were all loyal to the Czar, 
and were perfectly willing for a continuance of the war.” 








Brig. Gen. FE. D. Grant, commanding Department of 
the East, has disapproved the sentence in the case of Pvt. 
Ndgar M. McCay, Troop I, 15th Cav., who was sentenced 
for Jarceny to dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of pay 
aud seven months’ confinement at hard labor. Medical 
testimony showed that after an excellent record extend- 
ing over a period of eleven years McCay’s character was 
completely changed as the result of cerebral concussion, 
caused by a fall from his horse during drill. He was a 
corporal at the time. After his return to duty there was 
2 marked change in his conduct, resulting in his being re- 
duced in ranks. On being discharged from the hospital 
the surgeon had told his troop commander.that McCay 
would probably never be any more good as a soldier and 
night act queerly all his life. The post surgeon reports 
that MeCay is of unsound mind; a paranoic disposed to 
obtain money under false pretenses, or to commit larceny. 
“Tle will be restored to duty and retained at the hospital 
at Fort Ethan Allen until further orders.”

In the case of a military prisoner who escaped on the 
day he was sentenced to eighteen months’ confinement, the 
point was raised, when he was recaptured, as to whether 
ie should be held to serve the sentence already imposed 
or whether the 108d Article of War should be applied to 
lis ease. The Judge Advocate General has decided that 
le may be held to serve the unexpired portion of his sen- 
‘enee, and that if he committed the offense of escaping he 
hould be tried for that also, but that because the wit- 
nesses necessary for a second trial are widely scattered, 
t is not advisable that he be tried. This has been ap-

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The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts announces the 
ollowing summaries of Comptroller’s decisions rendered 
his week: “Enlisted men of the Navy whose accounts 
ire borne upon a ship, but whose duties detain them on 
shore are entitled during the absence of the ship to sub- 
istence and not to rations or commutation therefor. 
The pay of a paymaster’s clerk ceases upon the termina- 
ion of the duty pf the paymaster with wham he was ap- 





pointed to serve in a position where a clerk is authorized, 
including the time of settling accounts after detachment. 
A clerk directed to travel with a paymaster is justified 
in using the same conveyance used by the paymaster, and 
should be reimbursed for any extra charge incurred there- 
by. The cost of articles of clothing outfit purchased by 
an enlisted man direct from a civilian tailor, and not 
through the medium of the pay officer, on the order of the 
commanding officer, should be checked against the outfit 
credit of the enlisted man.”

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The Supreme Court of the United States denied on 
Nov. 6 the petition of the United States for a writ of 
certiorari to bring to that court the case of William D. 
KXirk, of Syracuse, N.Y., recently decided by the Civil 
Court of Appeals for the second circuit in’ Kirk’s favor. 
The proceeding was begun to recover $40,000 from Kirk, 
who was a bondsman for John F. Gaynor in that sum, 
but the Circuit Court held the proceeding to be irregular 
and refused to hold Kirk responsible, The United States 
asked the Supreme Court to bring the case up for review 
by means of a writ of certiorari. That this court re- 
fused -to do, but there is still pending a writ of error in 
the case, both methods having been resorted. to by the 
Government to secure consideration by the court of high- 
est authority. 











Major Thomas H. Rees, C.E., U.S.A., would be a good 
umpire for the football game at Princeton, for he now has 
a nautigal as well as a military command and should be 
wholly impartial as between the two Services. In addi- 
tion to his command of the battalioi of Engineers at 
Fort Leavenworth he has been put in command of an up- 
to-date river steamer called the Unique, which has been 
added to the engineering equipment of Fort Leavenworth. 
It is a ninety-foot boat with a speed of fifteen miles an 
hour and having accommodations for 150 passengers. 
The Unique will be used for survey work on the river 
from Kansas City to St. Joseph and Omaha.

Rear Admiral Bradford, commanding the Caribbean 
Squadron of the North Atlantic Fleet, was instructed on 
Wednesday by the Navy Department, at the request of 
the State Department, to send a warship of his command 
to Macoris, on the south coast of Santo Domingo, where 
it was reported there was an incipient revolutionary 
movement against the Dominican government. The pur- 
pose of the United States is to preserve the present status 
in Santo Domingo until the Senate has ratified or re- 
jected the treaty providing for a fiscal protectorate for 
Santo Domingo.

At the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, it is 
stated that the recent tests of two groups of Midvale ar- 
mor, manufactured for the battleships Mississippi and 
Idaho, passed, in a most satisfactory manner, the ballis- 
tic tests being made at the naval proving ground, Indian 
Ilead, Md. The result of these tests was published in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of last week under the head- 
ing of “Various Naval Items.” The armor showed itself 
to be extremely hard. The armor in the two groups test- 
ed was 12-inch barbette armor and ten seven-and-one-half- 
inch plates. Some of the belt armor for the Mississippi 
and the barbette armor for the Idaho will soon be tried.

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In the future there will be, as in the past, a regular 
fuel allowance for chapels located on military reserva- 
tions. It is believed that this allowance should he suf- 
ficient to heat any rooms used at the post for religious 
meeting services, in addition to heating the chapel. The 
post commander, subject to the review of approval of the 
department commander, should decide just what amount 
of fuel is necessary for the purpose of heating such rooms, 





All this is in accordance with the terms of an opinion 
just rendered by the Judge Advocate General, and ap- 
proved.

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Brig. Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, 
U.S.A., in his annual report from which we have already 
quoted at length, recommends the gradual abandonment 
of the land lines of the Alaskan telegraph system just in 


proportion as private corporations shall show themselves 
able to maintain the service. He points out, however, 
that at present no private corporation could efficiently 
maintain and operate the land lines. They are maintained 
by men receiving from $13 to $54, with rations, in a coun- 
try where day laborers earn from $4.50 to $10 per day (in 
some cases with board) and skilled laborers from $10 to 
$15 per day. Only loyalty to his oath of enlistment keeps 
the American soldier on this arduous, dangerous, and 
monotonous duty, Civilians hired by the Signal Corps 
in Alaska abandon their contracts the moment more prof- 
itable service is offered, and desert in crowds when gold 
strikes are reported. The sale or transfer of the line must 
inevitably be accompanied by higher tariffs, but the policy 
of abandonmetit and transfer is thought to be in the best 
interests of the Government.

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The Judge Advocate General of the Army has rendered 
an opinion, which has been approved, that Chaplain E. 
J. Vattman, U.S.A., retired, who is on duty with the 


Bureau of Insular Affairs, War Department, is entitled 
to the fuel allowance of a major on the active list. Chap- 
lain Vattman’s assignment to that bureau is held to be 
just as valid as the assignment to the same bureau of 
Colonel Edwards and Captain McIntyre, its chief and as- 
sistant chief, respectively. Under the authority of law 
he is held to be entitled to the pay and allowances, in- 
cluding the fuel allowance, of an officer on the active list. 
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The Navy Department next week will announce the 
names of the young men designated for examination for 
commissions as second lieutenants in the Marine Corps. 
There has been a plentiful crop of applications and there 
-will be about twelve vacancies to be filled. Assistant Sec- 
retary Newberry, whose business it is to investigate the 
qualifications of these candidates, finds that-about twenty 
of the applicants are young men now serving in the ranks 
of the Marine Corps. 
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Quartermaster General IIumphrey, of the Army, Has 
taken steps to see if there can be obtained a saddle suit- 
able for polo play in the Army, which will be cheaper 
than the expensive article now put out by most saddlers. 
There is a movement afoot to encourage polo play among 
both officers and men of the Cavalry. The McClellan 
saddle is not well adapted for this sport. The equipment 
must naturally be of moderate cost if the sport is to ex- 
tend in popularity. ;

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The English are discussing the question of adopting 
the double company system for their army as a means 
of securing an increase of economy and efficiency. The 
administration for the companies being the same as 
for one, the combined companies will have a_ greater 
number of officers and the juniors will have more to 
study their profession. The Japanese maintained the 
double company system throughout their operations in 
Manchuria. 
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Recruiting for the line of the Army at New York city 
at the station in charge of Major J. B. Jackson, 11th 
U.S. Inf., was very active during July, August, and 
September last, a total of 406 recruits having been en- 
listed. The next best showing during the above period 
was made in San Francisco, Cal., at the office in charge 
of Capt. W. P. Burnham, 20th U.S. Inf.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Midshipman James R. Branch, jr., second class, U.S. 
Naval Academy, died at Annapolis, Md., on the morning 
of Nov. 7 from an injury to his brain received in a fight, 
with Midshipman Minor Meriwether, jr., of the third 
class. The fight took place Sunday night, Nov. 5, and 
was a pre-arranged affair. After the fight, which, it is 
said, lasted twenty-three rounds, Branch’s comrades did 
not think that his injuries were serious and carried him 
to his room, thus making the mistake which cost him 
his life, as it developed that a prompt operation would 
probably have saved him. Midshipman Branch lapsed into 


a semi-conscious state on Monday morning, Nov. 6, and 
had to be taken to the hospital. Dr. J. C. Byrnes, U.S. 
N., with Drs. White, Webb and Stone, decided that an 
operation was necessary, and this was performed by Drs. 
Finney, of Baltimore, and Kerr, of Washington. The 
surgeons found a clot of blood on the right side of the 
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brain, which had caused the paralysis of the left side of 
the body, and it was removed. The fight, it is reported, 
arose from the fact that Midshipman Branch had report- 
ed Midshipman Meriwether for a minor offense, Branch 
being on duty and required to make the report. A 
challenge to fight followed.. Midshipman Meriwether was 
badly punished in the fight. Midshipman Branch was the 
son of Col. James R. Branch, of New York city, an officer 
of the Hanover Bank and secretary of the American 
Bankers’ Association. He was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from New York July 7, 1908, and had previous- 
ly attended the De Witt Clinton High School, and was an 
all-round athlete of superior physical development. The 
family formerly resided in Richmond, Va., where they 
have many relatives. He was the only child of his par- 
ents, who were with him when he died. The funeral of 
Midshipman Branch took place at the Naval Academy 
Nov. 8. Chaplain Henry H. Clark, U.S.N., officiated. The 
full brigade of midshipmen, headed by the band, attended 
and formed the escort. The cortege was commanded by 
Lieut. J. A. Hoogewerff, U.S.N. The pallbearers, class- 
mates of the deceased, were: Harold V. McKittrick, J. 
I.. Hydrick, C. Humphrey, C. P. Page, C. E. Pugh and 
Lb. W. Pritchard. 

The death is reported at Los Angeles, Cal., of Mrs. Gil- 
bert E. Overton, wife of Major Overton, U.S.A. 


Comdr. Joshua Bishop, U.S.N., retired, a gallant officer 
of the Civil War, died at his residence at Washington, 
D.C., Nov. 5, 1905, after an active and distinguished ca- 
reer. He was born in Missouri and was appointed an 
acting midshipman at the U.S. Naval Academy Sept. 20, 
1854, and was commissioned lieutenant April 19, 1861. 
He saw hard service and participated in the battles of 
Belmont, Fort Donaldson, Columbus Island, No 10, Fort 
Pillow and Memphis in 1862, and took part in the mili- 
tary operations along the Mississippi River in 1862-’63. 
At the termination of the battle of Memphis June 6, 
1862, he was given command of the captured gunboat 
General Bragg for highly meritorious and distinguished 
conduct in that and preceding actions. The General Bragg 
had been boarded and seized by a party under his com- 
mand at the termination of the battle. The vessel was on 
fire and in a sinking condition, with a lighted train to the 
magazine, which was cut off and put out by Lieutenant 
Bishop. Among other duties he was executive officer of 
the gunboat A. O. Taylor, 1861, and of the Benton, 
1861-2; on the Tuscarora, of the North Atlantic Block- 
ading Squadron, 1863-64; Naval Academy, 1864-’65; on 
the Wyoming on the Asiatic Station, 1865-68. He was 
commissioned lieutenant commander March 38, 1865, and 
was declared to be out of the Navy from Feb. 8, 1868. 
By Act of Congress he was appointed a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Navy March 1, 1871, and served on the 
Saranac, Pensacola and Benicia, 1871-’74. He served at 
the torpedo station in 1875; on the Plymouth, 1875-’76 ; 
Franklin, 1877-’80; European and South Atlantic Sta- 
tions, 1880-83; on the Minnesota, 1884-’86; ordnance 
duty, Norfolk, 1887-89; commanding Iroquois, Pacific 
Station, 1889-91; Naval Observatory, 1891-94; instruc- 
tor in ordnance, navy yard, Washington, and Navy War 
College, 1895. He was retired for disability incident to 
the Service Dec. 31, 1896. His only survivor is an adopt- 
ed daughter, Mrs. Crane, wife of his nephew, Mr. Benja- 
min Crane, of Washington. Funeral services were held 
at the family residence Wednesday morning, Nov. 8, and 
the interment was at the Arlington National Cemetery. 
teligious services were conducted by Rev. H. P. Town- 
send, of Bedford, Pa., a brother-in-law of the deceased, 
and were private. 


First Lieut. William McE. Walton, U.S.A., retired, 
who died at Morganton, N.C., Oct. 26 last, was born in 
North Carolina and joined the 2d Regiment of Connecti- 
cut Volunteers as a private June 17, 1898. From Nov. 
16, 1898, to Aug. 18, 1900, he served as private, corpora! 
and sergeant in the 6th U.S. Artillery, and was appointed 
second lieutenant in the 13th Infantry July 25, 1900. 
ile was transferred to the 30th Infantry Oct. 16, 1902, 
and was retired with the rank of first lieutenant Sept. 
28, 1903, for disability in the line of duty. 

Mrs. Alexander M. Bruen died Noy. 5 at her country 
home at Scarsdale, N.Y. Mrs. Bruen’s husband, Dr. 
Alexander M. Bruen, who was well known in New York 
and Washington, died in 1886. She was a sister of the 
late John Jay and a granddaughter of Chief Justice John 
Jay. Besides a sister, Mrs. Henry E. Pellew, of Wash- 
ington, she leaves three children, Alexander Jay Bruen, 
William Livingston Bruen and Mrs. Ide, wife of Rear 
Admiral George I. Ide, U.S.N., retired.

It has been the writer's privilege to know Gen. and 
Mrs. Wheaton for a great many years. He has had the 
honor of serving under the General’s command and _ has 
also had the extreme pleasure of being received socially 
a great many times in the quarters of General Wheaton, 
so charmingly presided over by his estimable wife. Mrs. 
Wheaton was essentially a home woman. She believed 
in the sanctity, purity and happiness of her home and 
her charm of manner, her cordiality of greeting, her sym- 
pathetic nature, her sterling worth and integrity en- 
deared Mrs. Wheaton to all those who were so fortunate 
as to know her. i 

While the main object of Mrs. Wheaton’s life was cen- 
tered in her home she still found time to devote to many 
Christian and charitable enterprises. She was a_ member 
of numerous organizations of a patriotic and Christian 
nature and her wise words of advice were of great value 
in the upbuilding of these societies. Particularly was she 
active in the Daughters of the American Revolution and 
was a member of the Directorate of the Chicago Chapter. 
A letter received from a committee of the Chicago Chap- 
ter after the death of Mrs. Wheaton speaks of her as 
follows: “For two consecutive years Charlotte Flower 
Wheaton has honestly and faithfully served the Chicago 
Chapter, bringing to that service a peculiar experience— 
one from a life passed by the side of one of the nation’s 
most gallant soldiers, known and recognized for efficient 
work. So that Mrs. Wheaton was in firm sympathy with 
those objects and principles for which our society stands 
representative.

At this drill his troop ap- 
peared in high-top boots and leather gauntlets. At that 
time they were not issued from the Quartermaster’s 
Department. The impression made on the President and 
his friends by the appearance of the troop struck them 
forcibly. The following year the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment issued the high boots and leather gauntlets, 
and it has been supposed that it was the appearance of 
Captain Hayes’s troop on that occasion that secured 
the change.”

SCHOOL OF APPL. FOR CAV. AND FIELD. ART. 

Fort Riley, Kas., Oct. 31, 1905. 

A board of officers, consisting of Major William H. 
Coffin, Major Granger Adams, and Capt. John E. Mc- 
Mahon, Art. Corps, having been convened to consider 
and report upon means for signaling to forces in ma- 
neuvers that they are under artillery fire, submitted the 
following recommendations: 

‘1. The fact that troops are under artillery fire should 
be indicated by directing upon them a beam from the 
heliograph, using sunlight or the acetylene lamp, ac- 
cording to the state of the weather. 

“2. That a succession of short flashes should indicate 
that Cavalry is being fired upon, and a series of long 
steady flashes that Artillery is the target. 

‘3. That the battery commander, on opening fire on a 
target or on changing to a new objective, both in direct 
and indirect fire, should fire a shot from the two flank 
guns of his battery to call the attention to the umpires, 
and the commander of troops upon whom the beam is 
directed that they are under artillery fire. It is thought 
that, in consideration of the small amount of blank am- 
munition available, this will be sufficient to simulate 
continued artillery fire. 

“4. That the battery commander should be charged 
with the duty of providing the necessary apparatus and 
details to operate it. This signal detachment should be 
placed near the battery in direct fire; with indirect fire, 
it may be stationed anywhere within the lines of the 
side with which the battery is operating, preferably in 
such a place as will not reveal the position of the bat- 
tery. Care should be taken to so place the heliograph 
that there will be a dark background for the beam. 
This signal detachment is not to be considered a part 
of the combatant forces.” 

These recommendations are approved, and are pub- 
lished with the force of orders for the information of all 
concerned. They will be substituted for the provisions 
of Par. 65, “Provisional Instructions for Maneuvers, 1904,”’ 
which are not applicable under changed conditions.

SECOND PROVISIONAL ARTILLERY. 


Fort Sill, O.T., Nov. 5, 1905. 

After many seemingly unnecessary delays, caused by 
failure of the railroad which had the contract to provide 
transportation for the batteries to their home stations, 
the work of entraining the 2d Provisional Regiment of 
Field Artillery has been completed, and the batteries are 
on the way to their home stations and comforts that 
make soldiering worth while, except the 2d Battery, 
Lieut. Daniel W. Hand commanding, which left Satur- 
day morning, Nov. 4, on their long “hike’’ to Fort Riley. 

Considering the many vexations incident to a march of 
that kind at this time of the year, the men have done 
very little growling, and accept the situation with a very 
good grace. The 2d Battery took eight days’ field rations 
from this place, and will encam)p at Fort Reno, where 
they will be provided with ten days’ more. When they 
meet the 6th Battery, en route to Fort Sam Houston, 
transportation will be exchanged. Lieut. F. Q. & 
Gardner has been appointed battery Q.M. for the trip, 
with funds to purchase fresh beef en route. The battery 
will attempt to make the march in twenty-one days, the 





distance being about five hundred miles; this will_work 
no great hardship on the animals. Contract Surg. Harry 
Van Kirk will accompany the battery. 

The 15th Battery was the first of the regiment to leave 
the post, getting away about one o’clock, Nov. 1; bat- 
talion headquarters, 2d Battalion, Major Lotus Niles 
commanding, left on the same train. Capt. Lucien G. 
Berry will command the 10th Battalion on the return 
journey of that battalion to Fort Sheridan, and Capt. 
John T. Martin the 6th Battalion, en route to Fort D. A. 
Russell. 

In spite of the great amount of work and unforeseen 
dangers that are always present during the target prac- 
tise or operations of any kind with Field Artillery, there 
has not been a single accident during the encampment 
and target practice of this regiment. One fatal accident 
occurred in the 13th Battery on Oct. 17, in which a 
private of that battery lost his life, but this cannot in 
any way be ascribed to the regimental work. This young 
man, a recruit, was unfortunate enough to be caught 
under a caisson as it overturned, during a battery drill, 
while at least one other man on the same caisson escaped 
injury by jumping. 

Colonel Howe at the last formal officers’ call of the 
regiment expressed himself as being well satisfied with 
the conduct of the officers and enlisted men of the com- 
mand. During the encampment, at which there were at 
all times an average of 600 men present, there have been 
less than one summary court-martial per day, which sure- 
ly shows discipline of a high order. There were a con- 
siderable number of cases of malarial fever after the re- 
turn of the regiment from the practice march, but they 
were reduced to almost nothing by the time of the dis- 
bandment, speaking well for Fort Sill as a place where 
troops can be encamped without danger to health. The 
reservation is ideal for the target practice of a regiment, 
the only drawback being the large number of cattle be- 
longing to the Apache prisoners of war, which make 
great care necessary to prevent their destruction. 

Capt. T. A. Logan, commanding ist Battery, Field Art., 
Texas National Guard, was with the regiment during the 
last two weeks of its existence, getting pointers which 
will no doubt be of great benefit to him and his battery. 

Col. Walter Howe will spend his leave of one month in 
El Paso, Tex., and Bloomington, Ind., before joining his 
proper station, Fort Barrancas, Fla. Lieut. Col. H. R. 
Anderson left on Oct. 27 on a ten days’ leave before re- 
joining at his proper station, Fort Screven, Ga. 
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FORT OMAHA. 


Fort Omaha, Neb., Nov. 4, 190. 
The rehabilitation of Fort Omaha is progressing rapidly 
towards completion, with the following occupied: Three 
quarters for office, one double barracks for two hundred 
and six men, Q.M. storehouse, guardhouse and stables; 
while the contractor is working on quarters for one 


field officer, eight sets of quarters for line officers, one 
double barracks for two hundred and forty-five men, 
hospital of eight beds with provision for an additiona! 
wing, and five sets for the non-com. staff officers. It 
will take at least six months to complete the entire work. 

The history of old Fort Omaha is like that of the 
western country, built in the days when Omaha was the 
outfitting station for the extreme west, as well as for 
the long wagon trains leaving on the trails which ended 
in California, Arizona and the great Southwest. It was 
occupied as a post until after 1898, and the commencement 
of the Spanish-American War, and remained abandoned 
until a short time ago, when it was decided to establish 
a Signal Corps post in the Middle West. 

Major Eugene O. Fechet, Signal Corps, is not only the 
commanding officer, but the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Department of Missouri as well. He is indefatigable in 
his efforts to push the construction at the fastest pace 
consistent with good results, and is constant in his en- 
deavor to look after the comfort and well being of the 
men serving under him. He has a fatherly supervision 
over their daity life, which has so endeared him to the 
rank and file that obedience to his wishes has become 
second nature to some of the older men. 

The adjutant, Lieut. Lawrence P. Butler, who is also 
in command of Co. B, has an extremely flexible tenor 
voice, and since his arrival has been engaged to sing in 
one of the Episcopal churches. Last Sunday morning 
he sang in the First Presbyterian church on Dodge street 
and charmed everyone; his voice is full of that syn- 
pathetic timbre which carries one with it, and is culti- 
vated to an extent rarely seen off the professional stage. 

The other officers here are Capt. Otto A. Nesmith, 
commanding Co. D, who with Mrs. Nesmith and daughter 
occupies one of the three finished quarters next to the 
commanding officer; his near neighbor is Capt. Henry 
S. Hathaway, the efficient Q.M. and commissary of the 
post, who is as busy as one could well be, getting forty 
hours’ work out of one day, and yet is always courteous 
and obliging. 

The buildings will ali be modern in every respect; the 
quarters occupied by the commanding officer and the 
Q.M. storehouse have been remodeled, as well as the bar- 
racks now being occupied by the troops. Modern systems 
of sewerage and sanitation have been rigorously carried 
out. The mess kitchen, dining room and barracks are 
well lighted, heated by steam, and of sufficient height 
and breadth to give the requisite cubic air space for each 
man. Everything is kept scrupulously clean. 

The future usefulness of the Signal Corps School of 
Instruction in times of peace and war is incalculable; 
the work of the corps in Alaska is simply immeasurable 
in its benefit to the world at large, and the history of 
the sacrifice, the deeds of daring, the extreme cold, the 
suffering and exposure, will never be told. Yet the Signal 
Corps of the U.S. Army goes on in its modest unosten- 
= ia manner, letting others tell the tale, if it is ever

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FORT THOMAS. 


Fort Thomas, Ky., Nov. 6, 1905. 

A large collection of books and maps, sent from the 
War Department, for the regimental library, has been 
received here. The post exchange has opened for busi- 
ness, carrying a full line of notions tobacco and candies. 
A restaurant will be operated for the benefit of the sol- 
diers in the garrison. 

In examining the papers of Richard H. Southgate, one 
of the original owners of the lard where the post now 
stands, a map of the city of lewport, Ky., made in 
1827, was found. The oldest house now standing was built 
in 1808, and occupied by officers of the War of 1812. Fifty 
years ago it was occupied by Mr. Lindsey, and he {fs 
still in possession. Richard So.thgate, who made the 








original survey, came to Kentucity with Hen Clay in 
1798. Judge Albert Berry was presented with the map by 
Mr. James M. Southgate, a grandson of Richard South- 
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gate, and many Army officers are descendants of this 
Richard Southgate, whose civilian descendants still pos- 
sess much of the Fort Thomas district.

The prosecution of several saloon keepers of Fori 
Thomas in the Federal court at Covington, Ky., will re- 
sult in the closing of a number of saloons. The officers 
of the post were the prosecuting witnesses. The Army 
authorities and Highland District are trying to get rid 
of the many saloons in the vicinity of the post, and 
licenses are to be issued only to those whose places are 
orderly. Hass, who is under indictment for having Gov- 
ernment goods in his possession, is to be nolled, with 
the agreement that he is not to engage in the saloon 
business at Fort Thomas again.

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NEEDS THE GENERAL STAFF. 

While more than three years have passed since the 
General Staff of the Army came into being, it may lhe 
said without prejudice that, notwithstanding the ex- 
cellent work it has performed in that time, the organiz.:- 
tion is still to be classed as an experiment. Theoretically, 
it is absolutely sound, but we have no hesitation in say- 
ing that its practical value as an integer of our military 
system has not yet been fully demonstrated. The Gen- 
eral Staff has taken upon itself a vast amount of im- 
portant work, and on the whole, that work has been 
satisfactorily performed by the several divisions create: 
for that purpose. The transaction of the extensive labor 
thus undertaken has been characterized by undeniable 
fidelity, intelligence and professional zeal, and the or- 
ganization has steadily advanced in efficiency, but it is 
still too early to determine its value as a permanent 
military fixture. Moreover, owing to incidental condi- 
tions for which no responsibility attaches to anybody 
at all, the General Staff has not had the advantage of 
a single direction for a period of sufficient duration to 
permit of a conclusive test of its usefulness. We mean 
by this that the frequent changes, past and prospective. 
in the office of Chief of Staff must inevitably tend to 
retard the development of a definite, continuous policy 
which is the only standard by which the merits of the 
General Staff system can be accurately measured. 

This aspect of the case is worthy of notice. Lieu- 
tenant General Young, the first Chief of Staff, had only 
served six months in that capacity when he was re- 
lieved for age on Jan. 9, 1904. His successor, Lieu- 
tenant General Chaffee, will have served only two years 
and three months, even if he shall remain until he 
reaches the retiring age, April 14, 1906. In the order 
of seniority, he will be followed by Major. General Cor- 
bin, whose tenure as Chief of Staff will cover only the 
brief period of four months preceding his retirement for 
age on Sept. 15, 1906. It is proposed, however, that Gen- 
eral Bates shall succeed General Chaffee, who may ask 
to be retired in advance of his date; General Bates to be 
succeeded in that case by Major General Corbin, who 
would serve but a single month following the retirement 
of General Bates, Aug. 26, 1906. General Corbin retires 
for age Sept. 15, 1906. Then in the order of seniority 
Major General MacArthur would become Chief of Staff, 
with two years and nine months to serve before reaching 
the retiring age, June 2, 1909. 

Thus it appears that in less than six years after its 
creation the General Staff will have had five differen:

chiefs, with an average tenure of but little more than a 
year. These frequent changes may not have been detri- 


mental, in a positive way, to the orderly developmen: 


of the General Staff—we do not believe for a momeni 


that they have been. We are persuaded, however, thai 
their negative influence has been to retard the evolution 


of a broad, consistent and continuous staff policy whicl 
the system was designed to establish. Changes of equal 
frequency in the headship of a great commercial or finan 
cial enterprise would be universally recognized as de 
moralizing and harmful to the real interests involved. 
Are they not likely to be equally unfortunate in an or 
like the Army, whose welfare requires pre- 
cision, directness and continuous policy in control? 

As we have already remarked, no blame attaches to 
anybody for the frequent changes which have taken place 
in the office of Chief of Staff. The selections for the 
post have been governed by a laudable desire to confer 
deserved and additional honor upon a group of officers 
of long and distinguished service on the eve of their 
retirement for age, and to that purpose in itself there 
can be no objection whatever. The only thing to consider 
is whether, in pursuance of that rule, the higher interests 
of the military establishment have been ignored or in- 
jured. We do not believe they have been in a positive 
way, but it is one of the vicissitudes of the new order of 
things that it has caused frequent changes in the office 
of Chief of Staff, thereby delaying the institution of a 


ganization 


symmetrical, comprehensive and continuous staff policy, 
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That is the misfortune of a.system rather than the fault 
of individuals. 

What obviously is needed is that the Chief of Staff 
shall be an officer with sufficient time to serve in that 
capacity to enable him to master the details of the sys- 
tiem and devise a policy which shall make it thoroughly 
efhcient in all its branches. The first Chief of Staff, 
General Young, and his successor, General Chaffee, de- 
serve unstinted praise for the results accomplished dur- 
ing their tenure of office, but General Young did not have, 
snd General Chaffee, when he reaches the retiring age, 
will not have had the time required to work out all the 
problems of the staff system and institute a permanent 
policy of handling them. There is reason to believe 
that Major General Corbin, now commanding the Phil- 
ippines Division, is disposed to set an example by 
isking that, in the event of his promotion to lieutenant 
eneral, the assignment of Chief of Staff shall pass him 
n order that the post may be filled by an officer younger 
in years and with a longer term to serve at the head of 
he staff. In connection with General Corbin’s reputed 
purpose in this matter, it is worth noting that officers 
f the grade of brigadier general are eligible for assign- 
vent as Chief of Staff. It was not the purpose of those 
ho framed the law to restrict the assignment to grades 
bove brigadier general nor has the act been construed in 
hat way. Thus far the principle of seniority has gov- 
rned the assignment, but, as we have already remarked, 
nly because it was desired to confer well-won honors 
pon several distinguished officers which could not be 
onferred in any other way. The fact, however, that the 
iw provides that officers of the grade of brigadier gen- 
ral are eligible to the post of Chief of Staff indicates 
hat the intent of the act is that the assignment shall go 
‘o the best-equipped man in the whole body of general 
iflicers—and that is the way it has gone so far.

GENERAL BURTON’S IMPORTANT REPORT. 

To the Army certainly, and, we believe, to Congress 
ind to citizens who take any interest in military affairs, 
he recommendations contained in the annual report of 
rig. Gen. George H. Burton, I.G., U.S.A., which we pub- 
ish in another column, will appeal with special force. 
‘ieneral Burton has made an exhaustive and critical 
tudy of Army conditions, and his experience, thorough- 
iess and candor all add to the importance and value of 
iis utterances. We commend them to the serious con- 
ideration of our readers. 

One of the most striking of General Burton’s recom- 
nendations is that there be created the offices of Chief 
f Cavalry and Chief of Infantry to correspond with 
that of Chief of Artillery, the incumbents of which shall 
be stationed in Washington. It is not strange that Gen- 
ral Burton should ask that this be done—the only won- 
ler is that it was not done long ago. The office of Chief 
f Artillery was created as an experiment, but it has 
proved its right to exist by service of almost incalculable 
isefulness to the Artillery arm. It has served as an 
intermediary between the Artillery Corps and the War 
Department through which the interests of both have 
ieen promoted, improved and harmonized. The Cavalry 
ind Infantry are equally entitled to the benefits of such 
in office. They need, each of them, a chief in close touch 
vith the authorities in Washington, whereby their inter- 
‘sts shall command the constant attention of a special 
epresentative possessing a definite status and charged 
vith specific duties in their behaJf. The increase in the 
ficiency of the Artillery in the last few years has been 
reat and gratifying, and that it has been due in large 
degree to the fact that sit has had a chief constantly on 
‘he lookeut for means of improvement is beyond ques- 
‘ion. There is no reason why similar results cannot be 
fected in the Cavalry and Infantry by giving them each 

chief whose particular duty it shall be to recommend 
‘ays and means for their betterment. If the office 
of Chief of Artillery is to be maintained—and every- 
hody believes it should be—then, as a matter of con- 
istency and as a means of promoting efficiency in the 
other arms of the Service, let us have a Chief of Cav- 
Iry and a Chief of Infantry, as our accomplished Tn- 
pector General suggests. 

Equally important, though in a different way, are 
(ieneral Burton’s remarks concerning detached service 
or officers and the absenteeism of captains. No thought- 
ul person can consider his opinions on those subjects 
vithout realizing that he recognizes the conditions which 
re so perilous to the very highest interests of the Army. 
fhe number of officers detached from their commands 
jor duty in other capacities is steadily increasing, and 
hat means a proportionate decrease of efficiency. The 
vlace for officers is with the organizations to which they 
wlong. It is there and there alone that they can ae- 
quire and retain the proficiency required of them, and 
is General Burton remarks, when they receive details 
which must involve their permanent absence for a term 
of years the deficiency thus caused should be met in the 
nanner as such details are provided for in the special 
staff corps. That is the only safe and sensible way of 
dealing with the matter. The absenteeism of captains, 
on which General Burton dwells with special earnest- 
hess, amounts to an evil which is little short of alarm- 
ing. That 155 captains out of a group of 398 represent- 
ing all arms of the Service should be absent from their 
proper commands on the date of an annual inspection de- 
notes a condition which, if continued, or if general 
throughout the Army, as General Burton assumes it to 
be, must inevitably lead to impaired instruction, relaxed 
discipline and decreased efficiency. General Burton’s 





fatherly lecture on the subject to the captains of the 
Service is commended to those whom it concerns. It is 
a protest, a warning and an appeal which is manifestly 
inspired by a keen and wholly unselfish regard for the 
welfare of the Army. 

On the subject of desertion, the Inspector General 
speaks with characteristic force and clearness. Nor are 
his remarks a mere expression of sorrow and regret for 
the evil. On the contrary, he proposes a remedy which 
is distinctly novel and might lead to desirable results 
if placed in operation. It is in brief that the first three 
months of service be simply under a contract covering 
that period, during which the Government shall retain 
all of the soldier’s pay, except $5 per month. If, at the 
end of the three months the soldier decides to quit the 
Army, his accumulated pay shall be forfeited to the 
Government, but if he continues in the Service, his re- 
serve pay shall be turned over to him. This system, 
it will be observed, would virtually make the first three 
months of enlistment a probationary period during which 
the enlisted man and the Government could get ac- 
quainted, find out how they liked each other, and whether 
a further contract association between them was de- 
sirable. It was evidently with the same general idea of a 
probationary term that Brigadier General Funston, com- 
manding the Department of California, in his recent an- 
nual report, recommended that the soldier’s first enlist- 
ment be for one year only. 

Enough has been said in this brief outline of his recom- 
mendations to show that General Burton’s report is one 
of special interest and importance. It suggests construc- 
tive measures of palpable value to the military service, 
and presents questions which invite a discussion that 
could not be other than beneficial to Army interests. 

SEA POWER AND THE WAR OF 1812. 

To the student of naval history the present year has 
been one of surpassing interest. It has witnessed in the 
Sea of Japan the most stupendous conflict of modern 
times which paralyzed the sea power of Russia and placed 
Japan among the great naval powers. The tragic events 
of the late war were but little more picturesque than oth- 
ers of gentler aspect which passed in peaceful nations. 
It was only a few weeks ago that the remains of the 
founder of the Ainerican Navy, after having been recov- 
ered from an obscure burial place in Paris and treated 
with imposing honors by the Government of France, were 
placed on a United States warship and borne across the 
Atlantic to receive proud sepulcher in American soil. 
That event gave a reality and a meaning to the name of 
John Paul Jones, which it had never until then possessed 
for the living generations of America. We believe it did 
more than that—we believe that it has aroused a new 
interest, keen, intelligent and permanent, in the achieve- 
ments of our Navy, old and new, and that it has pro- 
foundly impressed the people with the importance of sea 
power to our safety as a nation. Something of the same 
sort but on a still more imposing scale happened in Hng- 
land only the other day when the people with universal 
acclaim celebrated the centennial of Trafalgar. In that 
remarkable demonstration the spirit of Nelson had a new 
birth. For that day his cherished ship “Victory” be- 
came a shrine of patriotism, and the marked spot on her 
deck where he fell became the object of an empire’s ado- 
ration. 

Nor were the .dramatic events already alluded to the 
only ones of the year to engage the attention of the ob- 
server of naval progress. ‘The exchange of visits by the 
fleets of England and France and the present visit of 
Prince Louis of Battenberg’s squadron to American wa- 
ters cannot be overlooked. They were not perfunctory 
exchanges of social courtesies prompted py caprice or 
coming by chance, but were backed by definite purposes 
which will doubtless be disclosed in due season, An- 
other thing has happened to make this year one of special 
interest to the student of naval history, and that is the 
publication of a remarkable work by an officer of the 
United States Navy which distinguishes him as one of 
the world’s foremost writers on naval influence. In this 
work, “Sea Power and Its Relations to the War of 
1812,” by Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, U.S.N. (Little, Brown 
and Co., Boston), the author has again disclosed his 
broad knowledge of the art and history of naval warfare, 
his fine sense of military values and his acute faculty 
for tracing effects to causes. 

In the War of 1812 Captain Mahan finds the amplest 
verification of his theories as to sea power. It is a fact 
that many of the naval battles of that war were trivial 
in comparison with those of later wars, but Captain Ma- 
han maintains that the victories on Lake Erie and Lake 
Champlain “illustrate in a distinguished manner my prin- 
cipal thesis, the controlling influence upon events of na- 
val power, even when transferred to an inland body of 
fresh water.” Several of the most brilliant engagements 
in that war were between single ships—naval duels, so to 
speak, in which the Americans, officers and men alike, 
distinguished themselves and won enduring glory for their 
country. Yet, as Captain Mahan reminds us, “not by 
rambling operations or naval duels are wars decided, but 
by forces massed and handled in skilful combination.” 
That the moral effect of those single-ship victories was 
very great is beyond question. It revived the hopes of 
the people who were utterly disheartened by the abom- 
inable and humiliating failure of the military campaign. 
The short-sighted policy and niggardly preparation of 
the Government for the war are severely criticized by 
Captain Mahan. He declares that it should have been 
long foreseen and that war “should have been declared 





in 1807, when the news of Jena and of Great Britain's 
refusal to relinquish her practice of impressing from 
American ships became known almost coincidently.” 

The reader of this valuable work has the reniinder fie- 
quently thrust upon him that victory, whether on sea or 
land, depends largely upon the man in command. Ships 
and crew, troops and equipment may be of the best, but 
something in addition is required to make them effective. 
Our Navy in 1812, weak as it was and made up of wood- 
en ships so frail that a single shot from a 12-inch gun of 
to-day would have sent any of them to the bottom, was 
nevertheless strong in its personnel. Its commanders 
were fighters and sailors in the best sense of the word 
and their courage has never been excelled in any navy in 
the world, Captain Mahan devotes considerable space to 
a stirring account of several of the most desperate fights 
of the war and an example of his work in this respect 
may be found in the following reference to the duel be- 
tween the Shannon and the Chesapeake: “Fifteen min- 
utes elapsed from the discharge of the first gun of the 
Shannon to the Chesapeake’s colors being hauled down. 
In that brief interval twenty-six British were killed and 
fifty-six wounded. Of the American forty-eight were 
killed and ninety-nine wounded.” Of Commodore Perry’s 
victory on Lake Erie Captain Mahan says: ‘The whole 
Krie region went down like a house of cards the moment 
Perry triumphed in the lake. His victory was decisive 
simply because it destroyed the communication of Malden 
with the sea.” 

In spite of the brilliant work of the Navy, which de- 
veloped a group of commanders with no superiors in 
Christendom, we came out of the war humiliated and dis- 
credited. The Army, to put it negatively, had proved in- 
effective. The National capital had been captured and 
burned by the enemy. Our commerce had been suppressed, 
the public debt had increased enormously, and the people 
were financially over-burdened. Yet from that war there 
arose in the people a clearer spirit of nationality than the 
country had ever known before. The people began to 
think and feel and act like a real nation. The achieve- 
ments of the Navy served as a sort of inspiration, and it 
has endured with them to this day. Captain Mahan 
points to the naval record of that war as a plea in itself 
for a broad, harmonious, continuous policy of naval de- 
velopment, and no reader of his valuable work will deny 
its clearness and force. 
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Another series of tests of the new explosive known 
as dunnite are being conducted on the Fort Riley rés- 
ervation, Major Beverly W. Dunn, Ord. Depi., having 
arrived at that place to superintend them on Friday, 
Noy. 3. The explosive was given a severe test last sum- 
mer in the presence of the Field Artillery Drill Regula- 
tions Board, of which Major Dunn is an additional mem- 
ber, but since that time the inventor has made a change 
in its composition, which promises, he believes, to give 
better results. The first test was made on Friday 
afternoon, the site selected being the target range on the 
Republican bottoms. Silhouettes were placed in a line 
behind the target butts, with nothing but head and 
shoulders showing. Between the butts and the targets 
heavy pine planking had been placed as an additional pro- 
tection. Thirty-five shells were fired. during the after- 
noon, at a range of about 1,200 yards, with the result 
that silhouettes and planking were completely riddled by 
the bursting shells. Upon explosion the concussion was 
terrific, and was much greater than that experienced by 
the discharge of the gun, while the smoke that was given 
out from the burst was very heavy and yery black. Some 
of the shells were discharged to strike the ground and 
ricochet to a point desired, one one-hundredth uf a second 
after the initial striking of the ground. Irrespective of 
the havoc that this shell creates its moral effect upon 
an enemy is expected to be terrifying. The tests will be 
sarried on this week and will be completed about the 
first of next week. Different ranges and different ob- 
jects will be the subject of attack on the different 
days. 
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Surgeon General Suzuki, of the Japanese navy, who 
spoke at the recent convention of military surgeons in the 
city of Detroit, included in his address an interesting 
statement as to the manner in which the ships of the fleet 
obtained their provisions during the late war. He ex- 
plained that two victualling ships were fitted out with 
cold storage for meats and vegetables, and these vessels 
kept the warships fully supplied with foodstuffs of all 
kinds, ‘Our warships carried no baking ovens,” the Sur- 
geon General continued, “the bread being sent to them by 
transports from the base. During the foggy season last 
year, the transports were frequently detained by fogs, so 
that the bread grew mouldy and many thousand pounds 
of it had to be thrown away. This experience taught us 
to overbake our bread, and in this way the danger of its 
going mouldy was obviated. At one time we thought that 
it would be necessary to organize baking ships for the 
supply of the fleets, but the scheme never materialized. 
The two victualling ships are sent home alternately to 
lay in fresh supplies, but whilst one is at home, trans- 
ports are continually bringing fresh provisions which 
they transfer to the victualling ship remaining with’ the 
fleet. In this way we have always managed to have a 
good supply of provisions for our ships, and there has 
never been any shortage.” Some of the cruisers, however, 
when on scouting duty have had to make out with bis- 
cuits and canned meats, as all fresh provisions were ex- 
hausted owing to their length of absence from the base.” 
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REPORT OF INSPECTOR GENERAL, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. George H. Burton, 1.G.,.U.8.A., introduces 
his annual report with a tribute to the officers of his 
department, remarking that it gives him pleasure to com- 
mend them “without exception, for their faithful, zealous, 
and conscientious performance of the many delicate and 
important duties intrusted to them—duties that are exact- 
ing and often performed at the expense of great personal 
discomfort and inconvenience.” 

General Burton reports that the general condition of 
the Army as to instruction and efficiency is reasonably 
satisfactory. Both officers and men appear to be: working 


honestly and faithfully along the lines laid down by the 
authorities, but their efforts are frequently impeded by 
obstacles beyond the power of commanding officers to 
remedy, such as detached service of officers, insufficient 
coast artillerymen, and the maintaining of one and two 
company cavalry and infantry posts. 

The state of instruction of the Cavalry troops at twen- 
ty-eight posts in the United States and the Philippines 
is described as follows: At sixteen posts, well instructed ; 
at six, satisfactory; at five, progressing satisfactorily or 
fairly well, and at one, poor. At Fort Riley, Fort Des 
Moines and various other posts, the drills showed that 
unusual care had been taken in training recruits and 
new horses, and excellent results were obtained. At two 
or three posts instruction in horsemanship was only fair. 
Instruction in swimming horses does not appear to have 
been given at as many posts as practicable. The drill 
grounds at Fort Ethan Allen and Whipple Barracks are 
too small/ and those at the Presidio of San Francisco are 
inadequate in extent and unsuitable in character. An 
additional drill hall is badly needed at Fort Ethan Allen, 
and one is also needed at the Cavalry sub-post, Fort 
Riley. 

The drills of the Field Artillery were satisfactory, 
and the horses, guns, carriages, implements and equip- 
ment were in good condition. General Burton is of the 
opinion that two siege batteries should be stationed at 
the same post. This would insure uniform training and 
increase the efficiency of the service in many ways. The 
organization of two provisional regiments of Field Artil- 
lery, as authorized by General Orders, No. 89, War De- 
partment, June 14, 1905, is welcomed as an advance step 
toward the instruction of this important arm in modern 
tactical methods. 

The Coast Artillery is generally well instructed, and 
its efficiency is increasing as modern systems of fire con- 
trol and direction are installed. Instruction in the use of 
telephones in stations and artillery definition were not 
satisfactory at several posts. At Fort Monroe the non- 
commissioned officers throughout the command showed 
good knowledge of the equipment and its use, but the 
privates, as a rule, were not so well informed. Infantry 
drills were generally satisfactory. At five posts the men 
were not well instructed in the use of the sight on maga- 
zine rifle, and were ignorant concerning multi-ball cart- 
ridges. It is of paramount importance that legislation 
be enacted increasing the strength of the Coast Artillery. 
The separation of the Coast from the Field Artillery 
is also important. It is unjust to the officer to expect 
that he can be thoroughly efficient both as a coast and 
a field artilleryman. The two services have very little 
in common: but for the most efficient service in either 
an officer requires different training, different qualifica- 
tions and characteristics. There is a shortage of officers 
at every Coast Artillery post. ; 

The state of instruction in the Infantry commands, 
reported at fifty-four posts in the United States and the 
Philippines, is classified as follows: At thirty-nine posts, 
well instructed; at four, satisfactory ; at eleven, progress- 
ing satisfactorily or fairly well. In all branches of the 
Service the advantages derived from physical training 
were evident in the improved physique and set-up of the 
men. “In the future instruction of Infantry,” says Gen- 
eral Burton, “we should not forget the important results 
obtained from night attacks and bayonet charges during 
the late war in Manchuria. Usually they attack at 
night; if they gain the position daybreak finds them in- 
trenched, is a lesson in Japanese tactics worth study- 
4 ” 


Noting the growing sentiment in favor of having a Chief 
of Cavalry and a Chief of Infantry, General Burton re- 
marks: “These officers should be appointed upon the 
recommendation of boards of general officers, from the 
list of colonels of each arm concerned, to be detailed for 
a term of four years, and to have the rank, pay, and al- 
lowances, while so serving, of a brigadier general. They 
should be made under the same conditions as now govern 
in the case of officers detailed to the special staff corps 
under the Act of February 2, 1901. Both offices should be 
limited in assistants to one officer, to be taken from their 
respective corps, thus effectually checking any tendency 
toward making them bureaus of the War Department. 
A great step forward has been made and the efficiency 
of the Artillery increased by having a representative in 
the War Department in the person of the Chief of Artil- 
lery. It is fair io presume that similar action taken by the 
Government for the Infantry and the Cavalry would 
meet with like results. It is therefore urgently recom- 
mended that the Secretary of War and Chief of Staff con- 
sider this subject with a view to early action.” _ ; 

The reports of inspectors show that unquestionably 
the efficiency of the line of the Army is injuriously af- 
fected by the absence from their commands of so many 
officers, especially of those of the rank of captain and 
field officer. Such a deplorable situation has been brought 
about"by separating officers from their proper commands 
for ali kinds of duty, some of which is not infrequently 
of a non-professional nature. There are, for instance, 
seventy-nine colleges in the United States to which officers 
are detailed by act of Congress as military professors. 
It is General Burton’s opinion that where details are 
of such nature as to call for permanent absence from 
the Army for a given number of years, the deficiency 
should be met in the same way and manner as such de- 
tails are provided for in the special staff corps. 

The Inspector General dwells most earnestly upon the 
injury resulting to the Service from the absenteeism of 
captains. He illustrates this absenteeism by. citing a 
group consisting of 100 captains of Cavalry, nineteen of 
Field Artillery, seventy-nine of Coast Artillery, and 200 
of Infantry. Of this group of 398 captains, 155 or 38.94 
per cent., were absent from their commands at the date 
of the last annual inspection. At the same time seven 
companies of Cavalry, two of Field Artillery, six of Coast 
Artillery, and twenty-four of Infantry were commanded 
by second lieutenants. It is believed that the record of 
absenteeism as to the 398 captains above considered may 
be taken as a probable average for the Army as a whole. 
General Burton makes the following comment: “The 
Regulations of the Army, up to within a few years past, 
contained a paragraph prohibiting the separation of 
Cavalry captains from their troops. The regulation was 
not infrequently violated, but this violation never resulted 


in the partial demoralization that exists to-day. The 
Cavalry officer who is willing to abandon and thus sub- 
ject his troop to the resulting injury that such organiza- 
tion invariably receives by shifting control from one lieu- 
tenant to another invites the assumption that he does 
not appreciate that pride inherent in the true Cavalry- 
man who feels that the command of a troop, or of a regi- 
ment of horse, is the ambition of his life—the prize of 
fortune—the perfection and training of which is to 
be neglected for a detail less enviable than as aide to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, to the Gen- 
eral Staff, the War College, or as instructozs of Cavalry 
at the U.S. Military Academy and the Ca:alry and Field 
Artillery School. A Cavalry officer, therefore, who will 
seek details other than those above ‘aentioned, should 
give way to one who would be willing, to take charge of 
the high office vacated by him and who will esteem it an 
honor and a pleasure to have such an important com- 
mand. For years in the Field Artillery service the posi- 
tion of the captain of a light battery has been so sought 
after and prized that when once decailed there are but 
few instances on record where one of these officers has 
voluntarily given up the command for a detail of lesser 
magnitude. And why is this so? Because the command 
is tendered to him to last through efficient service only, 
whereas the Cavalry captain’s command is permanent 
during good behavior. The abandonment of his command 
by order of higher authority enables him to remain away 
as long as his luck for getting details lasts, and at the 
end of his detail, whether long or short, if still a captain, 
he has his troop to return to. 

“It would be in the interest of good military instruction 
and discipline if some of the first-class Infantry captains, 
who prefer the Cavalry, should be given those commands 
instead of the officers who are willing to neglect them for 
other duties. Most lieutenants of five or six years’ ser- 
vice can command an Infantry company intelligently, 
but there are few lieutenants of Cavalry at the present 
time who have the knowledge and experience to properly 
train and care for the equipment of a troop of Cavalry. 
It is believed that a wholesome remedy for the cure of 
this evil may be found if the War Department will take 
measures to secure legislation authorizing the President 
to shift or transfer mounted captains from the Cavalry 
to the Infantry in case, after due notice, they elect to 
remain on detached service away from their troops.” 

The Service schools at Fort Monroe, Fort Riley and 
Fort Leavenworth were found in satisfactory condition, 
as were the garrison schools for officers and men. Speak- 
ing of the training of militia officers at the Infantry and 
Cavalry School and Staff College, it is recommended 
that no such officers be sent to Fort Leavenworth until 
their qualifications for entrance have been proved. It 
is also recommended that legislation be obtained so as to 
render it practicable to examine these officers at the 
military posts most convenient to their places of residence 
instead of sending them for examination to the Infantry 
and Cavalry School. 

After considering the subject of desertion at great 
length, General Burton suggests: “That the first three 
months of service be simply under a contract covering 
that period of time, the Government to reserve all pay 
above $5 per month under said.contract. If the applicant 
elected to sever his relations with the Government he 
should forfeit the back pay thus reserved. This plan 
presupposes the retention of all recruits at depots for 
ninety days, a place where and a period during which 
they could and do get better instruction in first principles 
than they ordinarily receive with their companies. Be- 
sides the advantage to the man it would be a convenience 
to the Government in that during this probationary period 
officers would have an opportunity to judge whether it 
was advisable to enlist the individual under considera- 
tion.’ 

The present system of inspecting schools and colleges 
where military instruction is given, which places the 
duty under the direction of division commanders, has not 
proven satisfactory, and it is recommended that such 
inspections be directed from the War Department. An- 
other recommendation by General Burton is that at all 
posts to be occupied for any extended period, arrange- 
ments be made for the accommodation of a battalion, 
— it be mixed or composed of either Cavalry or In- 

antry.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF ENGINEERS, U.S.A. 


The annual report of the Chief of Engineers, U.S.A., 
which bears the signature of Major Frederic V. Abbott, 
U.S.A., Acting Chief, is a volume of 732 pages and is of 
special interest because of the information it gives with 
reference to the progress of the scheme of national de- 
fense proposed in the report of the Endicott Board in 
1886 and instituted in 1888. The status of permanent 
work completed or in progress, with funds already pro- 
vided, and the work remaining to be done under projects 
hitherto adopted, is as follows: 

Twelve-inch mortars, Endicott scheme, 524; provided, 
376; to be provided, 148.  Twelve-inch rifles, Endicott 
scheme, 125; provided, 105; to be provided, 20. Ten- 
inch rifles, Endicott scheme, 169; provided, 133; to be 
provided, 36.  Ejight-inch rifles, Endicott scheme, 71; 
provided, 70; to be provided, 1. Six-inch rapid-fire 
guns, Endicott scheme, 353; provided, 171; to be pro- 
vided, 182. Five-inch rapid-fire guns, Endicott scheme, 
106; provided, 53; to be provided, 53. Four and seven- 
tenths-inch and four-inch rapid-fire guns, Endicott scheme, 
38; provided, 38; to be provided, 0. Three-inch rapid- 
fire:- guns, Endicott scheme, 342; provided, 254; to be pro- 
vided, 88. 

The funds already available will be sufficient to em- 
place seventy-two per cent. of the twelve-inch mortars, 
eighty-four per cent, of the heavy rifles, and sixty-two per 
cent. of the rapid-fire guns of six-inch and smaller 
calibers. It is estimated that for $16,000,000 the arma- 
ment still to be provided for, as indicated above, can be 
emplaced and equipped with all necessary electric lights 
together with electrically-operated ammunition service 
eapable of supplying powder and projectiles as fast as 
the latest types of ordnance guns can be fired. It is 
intended that thirty-six ten-inch guns, one eight-inch gun, 
and fifty-three five-inch guns in the list of ordnance 
still to be provided for shall be replaced by the equiva- 
lent number of twelve-inch, six-inch, and _ three-inch 
guns. 

The figures with regard to the cost of the vast system 
of defense outlined in the statistics quoted above are 
particularly gratifying, again illustrating the skill, eco- 
nomical methods and sound business policy which char- 
acterize the operations of the Engineer Corps of the 
Army. The appropriations for the projects in question 
amount to a total of $28,693,434.02. Add to that sum the 
$16,000,000 required for the ordnance not yet provided 
for, and it appears that $44,693,434.02 would be the 
total cost of all engineer work involved in the execution 





of the revised Endicott Board scheme, but net including 
the recently developed systems of isange finding and of 
searchlights for night service of the guns. This $44,693,- 
434.02 covers thirty-one harbors, while $55,483,000 was 
the original estimate of the “ndicott Board for the engi- 
neer work connected wiih the defense of only twenty- 
seven harbors. 

At the close of the fiscal year there were mounted, ready 
for armament and under construction, 376 twelve-inch 
mortars, 105 twelve-inch guns, 133 ten-inch guns, ninety- 
six eight-inch guns, and 587 rapid-fire guns. At the 
last session of Congress no appropriation was made for 
the construction of gun and mortar batteries, but the con- 
struction of emplacements, which had been begun under 
prior appropriations, continued under the original allot- 
ments, and as the estimates were accurate the balances 
on hand will be sufficient to complete them all. 

The estimates of appropriations required for 1906-7 
amount to $11,424,153.75. These include $4,000,000 for 
the construction of gun and mortar batteries, $2,000,000 
for sea-coast batteries at Manila, $500, for sites for 
fortifications and sea-coast defenses, $500,000 for fire 
control at fortifications, $500,000 for sea-coast batteries 
on Aubic Bay, Philippine Islands; $520,000 for sea-coast 
batteries at Honolulu and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii; $326,- 
100 for sites for defenses for the Hawaiian Islands, and 
$1,423,953 for sea-wall and defenses at Galveston, Texas.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Brig. Gen. W. S. McCaskey, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Colorado, in reviewing the case of 
Pyt. William W. Kelley, Co. M, 29th Inf., found guilty 
of absence from inspection, and shooting a comrade in 
the foot, and who was sentenced to be confined at hard 
labor for six months, and to forfeit all pay for the same 
period, says: “The sentence in the foregoing case wis 


approved Oct. 23, 1905. The sentence is not considered 
too severe for the offenses of which convicted, but the re- 
viewing authority does not consider it to be for the best 
interests of the Service, in most cases, that a soldier, who 
is to remain in the Service, should undergo so long a con- 
finement as six months. It is believed that usually a 
shorter term of confinement will accomplish the purposes 
of discipline if there are any soldierly qualities in the 
man. If the soldier is without these qualities, it is better 
to dishonorably discharge him at once if possible. In this 
case, the prisoner has suffered almost two montis confine- 
ment while awaiting trial. The evidence shows that the 
shooting was not willful. The previous convictions are 
not for serious offenses. The prisoner has been a non- 
commissioned officer, which indicates he has good materi! 
in him. For the foregoing reasons, the sentence is miti- 
gated to confinement at hard labor for two months, and a 
forfeiture of ten dollars per month for two months. As 
thus mitigated, the sentence will be duly executed at Fort 
Duchesne, Utah.” 

In reviewing the case of Pvt. Ed Sanders, 7th Battery, 
Field Art., found guilty of desertion and who was sen- 
tenced to be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting all pay 
and allowances, and to be confined at hard labor for two 
and one-half years, General McCaskey says: “In the 
foregoing case, it appears that, upon the receipt by the 
post commander of the charges which have been tried in 
this case, the charges were referred by him to the officer 
who is judge advocate of the general court-martial con- 
vened by these headquarters at Fort Logan, Colo. This 
reference was not for trial, but for other purposes. The 
judge advocate, without authority of any kind, seems to 
have carelessly assumed, without proper examination of 
the indorsement referring the charges to him, that they 
had been referred to him from these headquarters for 
trial, and thereupon prepared the case and brought it to 
trial before the general court-martial convened by these 
headquarters. The trial of the case is in all respects reg- 
ular, except in the one respect that the charges were tried 
without having been referred to the court by any author- 
ity. This assumption of cognizance of the case by the 
court is an irregularity, but does not invalidate the pro- 
ceedings. The proceedings, findings and sentence were 
approved Oct. 23, 1905. 

“The reviewing authority takes this occasion to remark 
that sentences should be regulated in their severity ac- 
cording to a standard. In case there is a maximum pun- 
ishment fixed for the offense of which convicted, that max- 
imum should be the standard for the most aggravated of- 
fenses only. In other cases, the court should fix a stand- 
ard according to the customs of the Service. It is one 
of the especial duties of a reviewing authority to super- 
vise the severity of sentences, lest, without warrant of 
facts, sentences in some cases are made unduly severe. 
In the foregoing case the evidence does not reveal an ag- 
gravated case of desertion. Prior to desertion the accused 
had no convictions by court-martial. The sentence in the 
foregoing case is, in the opinion of the reviewing author- 
ity, unduly severe in comparison with other sentences 
imposed in this department. The period of confinement 
is therefore mitigated to eighteen months. As thus miti- 
ome the sentence will be duly executed at Fort Logan,

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RESIGNATIONS, PROMOTIONS, RETIREMENTS. 

Col. William Ennis, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who was placed 
on the retired list on Nov. 7, after forty years’ service, 
was presented by the officers of Fort Adams, R.I., with a 
silver loving cup, on Nov. 7, when he relinquished com- 
mand of the District of Narragansett and of Fort Adams. 
At noon all the commissioned officers of Fort Adams and 


Lieut. Col. J. H. Willard, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., 
assembled at headquarters, and Major M. F. Harmon, 
U.S.A., on behalf of the officers at the post, presented 
Col. William Ennis with the cup, in a well chosen speech. 
Colonel Ennis was taken by surprise, but responded very 
feelingly. Colonel Ennis was born in Rhode Island, and 
was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., July 1, 1860, and 
was graduated a second lieutenant, and assigned to the 
4th Artillery, June 13, 1864. During his long service 
he was on duty at the defense of Nashville from August 
until November, 1864, was in the Tennessee campaign 
against General Hood from November, 1864, until Janu- 
ary, 1865, being engaged in the battle of Franklin, also 
taking part in the battle of Nashville. Colonel Ennis 
received the brevet of first lieutenant, Nov. 30, 1864. 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battle of 
Franklin, Tenn., and that of captain, Nov. 13, 1865, for 
gallant service at Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 15 and 16, 1864. 
He was detailed as an assistant adjutant-general in 1902, 
and was made chief ordnance officer of volunteers with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel in July, 1898. From No- 
vember, 1866, until June, 1868, he served as aide-de- 
camp to General Schofield, and was again aide-de-camp 
to the general from 1869 until 1875. He was graduated 
from the Artillery School in 1876. Colonel Ennis, on 
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May 21, 1898, went to Tampa, Fla., remaining until June 
5 in that year. He was in command of a battalion of 
siege artillery of the 5th Army Corps from June 5 until 
July 27, 1898, serving at Daiquiri and Santiago, Cuba.

Col. Walter S. Scott, U.S.A., recently promoted and 
assigned to the 15th Infantry, vice Ward, retired, was 
born in Arkansas, Feb. 14, 1850, and was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 25th U.S. Infantry from Cali- 
fornia, Oct. 31, 1874.

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INTERTAINING PRINCE LOUIS. 


At Annapolis, during the visit of the British squadron, 
all the rules and regulations in the Naval Academy, and 
in the Naval Academy town, that could be abrogated, were 
ennulled for the time, in courtesy to the visitors. The al- 
most inexorable rule of “no smoking” in the Academy 
was in abeyance, provided the smoker was an English- 
man. Once before only was this rule revoked. Admiral 
Yorter abolished it for General Grant. The American 
sailor and the British seaman hobnobbed together in the 
most brotherly manner. They occupied the town of An- 
napolis, and, at the local theater, the English sailors not 


only filled the house, but, when a prize was offered for the 
best volunteer song and dance, one of the Englishmen 
vent to the boards, sang and danced and won the 
zolden offer. Three officers, 150 seamen, and a platoon 
of Marines accepted an invitation to a service at the 
rirst Methodist Church. 

Prince Louis went to Washington on Friday, escorted 
by Rear Admiral Evans and his staff, Rear Admirals 
Davis and Brownson, with their flag lieutenants, and 
Captain Pillsbury, Chief of Staff. On board the Yank- 
ton, which conveyed the party to Baltimore, where the 
Prince took a special train, the officers were 
entertained by Lieut. William’ F. Bricker, Ensign John 
(. Fremont, and Paymr. George R. Crapo. Half an hour 
later, at the railroad station in Baltimore, the party were 
received by Kir. Bacon, Asst. Secretary of State; Cap- 
tain Bromwell, military aide to the President; Lieut.

Prince Louis returned to Annapolis Monday from 
Washington. He was received at the West street sta- 
tion by Capt. J. E. Pillsbury, executive officer of the 
N.A. Fleet, and Lieut. W. 8S. Crosley, admiral flag 
lieutenant. The prince and party were driven to the 
Naval Academy grounds, where they were the guests of 
tie officers of the Academy until the time for the dinner 
given by Admiral Sands, superintendent of the Academy. 
This was the most notable social feature of the stay of 
the fleets in that harbor, the guests being limited to the 
admirals and captains of the fleet and one or two others. 

The vessels of the North Atlantic Fleet reached New 
York on Wednesday, Nov. 8, and were followed the next 
day by the British Squadron, commanded by Admiral Bat- 
tenberg. Admiral Evans made the run from Annapolis in 
thirty-six and one-half hours. His fleet consisted of the 
fagship Maine and seven other battleships, the Missouri, 
the Kentucky, the Kearsarge, the Alabama, the Illinois, 
the Iowa and the Massachusetts, and the armored cruisers 
the West Virginia, the Pennsylvania, the Colorado and 
the Maryland following in that order. Off Eighty-fourth 


He became 4 second lieutenant in the . 
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street, at 1:30 p.m., the Maine anchored, swinging to 
the ebb tide. The Missouri steamed on 400 yards and 
anchored, the others following suit at a like distance, 
until the Maryland, last in line, dropped her anchor just 
north of Grant’s Tomb. The cruiser Tacoma and the tug 
Potomac were also in attendance. 

The British ships are the armored cruisers Drake, F.S. 
Bedford, Berwick, Cornwall, Essex and Cumberland. The 
a national salute was fired by all the vessels. The skill 
with which the British vessels were handled as they 
steamed up the river at a fast speed and dropped anchor 
won high praise from those on the American fleet watch- 
ing the movements of the visitors. 

There are 7,500 sailors in the American fleet and 4,200 
on the British ships. Twelve hundred and thirty men 
from each fleet, most of them chief petty officers of the 
best conduct class, have been chosen to represent the 
ships of both navies at the big smoker and vaudeville 
at Coney Island on Monday next. 

On November 10 the officers of both fleets dined as 
guests of the St. George’s Society. Friday evening the 
Prince attended the dinner of the Annapolis Alumni. 
Prince Louis is quoted as saying: “As a seaman I was 
much impressed with the American fleet as it lay at an- 
chor off Annapolis. Its appearance, the smartness of the 
officers and the discipline of the men all gave evidence 
that the vessels were in the highest state of efficiency. 
And equally impressive was the review of the cadets, 
which showed the thoroughness of their training and the 
magnificent esprit de corps that prevails there.” 

The shore front from Fiftieth to One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth street fronting the anchorage of the eighteen 
magnificent warships has been thronged with visitors. 
The electric light and searchlight displays were very fine, 
and the appearance of the combined fleets presented a 
rare marine picture. 
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WESTERN SOCIETY, ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


The seventeenth annual reception and banquet of the 
Western Society, Army of the Potomac, was held in Chi- 
eago Oct. 26. The spirit of that glorious old army was 
strong in the hearts of the old boys as they sat around the 
tables at ‘The Palmer,” 132 strong, a goodly representa- 
tion so far from the scenes of their martial days. Gen. 


J. J. Abercrombie, U.S.V., presided and introduced Gen. 
Stewart L. Woodford (his old lieutenant colonel), who 
responded to the toast, ‘“The Army of the Potomac.” It 
was a superb effort and would be a most valuable con- 
tribution to the military history of our country. His 
theme was the evolution of that army and he set most 
intelligently the gallantry and valor of the Army, to- 
gether with the conditions that prevented the spectacular 
campaigns of offense that were carried out by the West- 
ern armies. Hon. T. B. Bryan, a member of the Third 
Class, Loyal Legion, because of his service on the Union 
Defense Coramittee and U.S. Sanitary Commission dur- 
ing the Civil War, is now eighty years of age, and was 
compelled to disappoint them because of a sudden and se- 
vere illness. Rabbi Hirsch, who took his place, is one of 
the foremost preachers of Chicago, an ideal citizen, a 
patriotic American and a most enthusiastically eloquent 
admirer of the American soldier and his services.

William J. Calhoun, who is known to the country as the 
personal representative of President McKinley to Cuba, 
just before the Spanish War; and again of President 
Roosevelt in the Venezuelan fracas, was a most forceful, 
clear speaker to the last toast and though serving in the 
West, added another crown of glory to the old and well- 
beloved Army of the Potomac.

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FIELD PRACTICE OF PORTO RICO BATTALION. 


Describing a march of the Porto Rico Battalion, La 
Correspondencia de Porto Rico, Oct. 16, 1905, says: 

“The Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry has 
obtained brilliant results in its march across the island. 


It has gathered observations concerning the military art, 
and has demonstrated to possess excellent conditions to 
resist all kinds of fatigue and to fill all requirements 
which can be expected of a soldier. The battalion sta- 
tioned at Cayey, commanded by Major T. W. Griffith, 
28th Inf., started on its march on Oct. 5, camping that 
day in Aibonito, P.R. In successive marches the dis- 
tance to Ponce was made, camping at Coamo, Juana Diaz 
and in Ponce. During the marches it had exercises in 
advance and rear guard and during the night outpost 
duties. The battalion was cordially received in Ponce, 
and was gallantly attended to. 

“From Ponce the battalion marched towards Guayama, 
camping at Santa Isabel and Salinas, making this march 
in three journeys. Between Santa Isabel and Salinas, 
Company B, of the battalion, marching towards Salinas, 
at daybreak, and being pursued by Companies G and H, 
after a rapid march, took up a position on a ground which 
was admirably adapted for defense, in the suburbs of Sa- 
linas. The position dominated the highway and was pro- 
tected from a front attack by a river. After establishing 
outposts the company remained hidden and allowed the 
advance guard of the pursuing enemy to pass and sur- 
prised the main force of the supposed enemy with unex- 
pected and well-directed volleys. 

“After arriving at Guayama contradictory reports were 
received respecting the whereabouts of the camp of the 
1st Battalion from San Juan (Companies B, C, D, and 
E) with which a battle was expected. Receiving news 
that the enemy (battalion from San Juan) was in- 
trenched in the mountains of Cayey, Major Griffith, after 
a short rest, put his battalion in march, at 6 p.m., to 
find the enemy. No obstacles being found on the march, 
the battalion continued its march to Cayey (post of 
Henry Barracks), where the first battalion was in camp. 
At about 4 a.m., after marching the great distance from 
Salinas to Cayey (fifty kilometers—31 1-4 miles), sev- 
eral movements were executed, which had the result to 
surprise the supposed enemy in its camp, waking them 
with their volleys, and capturing the entire camp.” 
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HEROISM REWARDED. 


The Bureau of Navigation has made public these let- 
ters: 


To Albert Leander Froberg, Ordinary Seaman, U.S.N., 
the U.S.S. Ohio., 

Sir :—First. The commanding officer of the U.S.S. Ohio 
has reported to the Department that on the afternoon of 
Sept. 15, 1905, while the ship was off Taku, China, you 
and J. Clegg, ordinary seaman, were at work on a stage 
cleaning the side, when one of the stage ropes parted 
and you were both thrown into the water. The jaw bone 
of Clegg was broken in two places, caused by his striking 
the armor belt with his chin, and you sustained a severe 
bruise on the ankle. The report further shows that you 
at once attempted to rescue Clegg, but were preventd by 
his struggles and that you probably would have been 
drowned if Frederick W. Klaus, blacksmith, had not 
promptly jumped overboard to the rescue. 

Second. The value of your action in attempting to save 
Ordinary Seaman Clegg is further enhanced by the fact 
that you were yourself injured at the time, and it gives 
the Department great pleasure to commend you for your 
spirit and your devotion to shipmate.

They have received letters commending them 
for their praiseworthy efforts to assist in the rescue of 
their shipmates, which are heartily commended by the 
Department. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


While trying to make a landing alongside the coal 
wharf at Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 6, the supplyship Celtic, 
Lieut. Comdr. J. J. Knapp, was driven by a powerful 
gust of wind against the cruiser Marblehead, Comdr. R. 
T. Mulligan, and into the floating machine shop, which 
was sunk as a result of the collision, while the Marble- 
head was severely damaged, it is reported. The force of 
the impact was so great that two of the fine 9-inch guns 
of the cruiser were completely demolished, the bridge torn 
away and two dinghes smashed to splinters. Two plates 
of the Marblehead were badly bent. The Celtic suffered 
only slight damage. 

Officers of the steamer Pleiades, which arrived at Vic- 
toria, B.C., Nov. 8, from the Orient, report that several 
vessels have been destroyed by floating mines in the China 
Sea. The Hsieho struck a mine near Wei-Hai-Wei, 
and fifteen persons were drowned, Messrs. Mauchau and 
Muir, engineers, of Shanghai, among the number. 

The speed trial of the battleship Rhode Island off the 
Maine coast took place on Nov. 3, but she failed to make 
the requjred contract speed of nineteen knots, it is re- 
ported, owing to disarrangement of minor parts of her 
machinery. Another trial will be held when the defects 
to the machinery are made good. 

The collier Caesar was placed in commission at the 
Norfolk, Va., Navy Yard Nov. 4. The ship is to have 
merchant officers and crew instead of a naval crew, as 
she formerly had. The Ajax went out of commission 
Nov. 4, her crew being transferred to the Caesar. 

Concerning the recent run of the armored cruiser 
West Virginia from South Pass, at the mvuuth of the 
Mississippi River, to Cape Henry, Va., when she brought 
President Roosevelt home from his southern trip, it is 
interesting to note that she made ‘an average speed of 
17.92 knots an hour. But for the storm encountered 
off the Carolina coast the average would have been stil] 
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better. The big West Virginia, Colorado and naan 
vania were being driven through the gulf stream at a 
speed of eighteen knots, when the wind registered fifty- 
two miles at Cape Hatteras, and it became necessary 
to slow down. President Roosevelt was shown, while the 
West Virginia was plowing through the great waves that 
were picked up by the gale, that it would have been pos- 
sible to have fought the broadside and stern guns, and 
an officer who was aboard said that by slowing down to a 
ten-knot speed the bow guns could have been fought as 
well during the gale. The West Virginia is the flagship 
of Rear Admiral Brownson, and is commanded by Capt. 
(. H. Arnold. The official report of Rear Admiral 
Brownson on the remarkable achievement of his squad- 
ron of cruisers in the run from the Gulf to the Vir- 
ginia capes is awaited with considerable interest, as 
these vessels made their first cruise in squadron, and 
have just taken a place in the North Atlantic Fleet. 
The vessels were designed for a maximum speed of twen- 
ty-two knots, and it is of interest to know how easily 
a speed such as was maintained throughout the run 
was attained despite the heavy wind and high seas en- 
countered in the gulf stream. 


The battleship Idaho will be launched at Philadelphia, 
Pa., on Saturday, Dec. 9. The ship, as she now rests on 
her crib in the yards of her builders, the Cramps, is about 
45 per cent. completed. The Idaho is a sister ship of 
the battleship Mississippi, launched at Cramps’ several 
weeks ago. 


In addition to the item in the case of Lieut. R. P. Wil- 
liams, U.S.M.C., and Lieut. Farmer Morrison, U.S.N 
which appears on page 288 of this issue, the following 
statement was given out at the Navy Department on 
Nov. 9: “As the result of an incident that oc — i 
the night of Sept. 8-9, Lieut. R. P. Williams, U. 
and Lieut. Farmer Morrison, U.S.N., have adres on 
ters of reprimand from the Navy Department, while 
Sergt. Harry Rohm, U.S.M.C., has received a letter from 
the Department, through his commanding officer, approv- 
ing his action on that occasion. This was the incident 
in which the two officers approached the Sands street en- 
trance of the New York Navy Yard and declined to give 
the sergeant in command more information as to their 
identity than that they were officers. The finding of the 
court of inquiry was that Lieutenant Williams’s conduct, 
including his attempt to relieve Sergeant Rohm from the 
charge of the gate and to place a corporal in charge, was 
highly improper and unmilitary, and also that the action 
of Lieutenant Morrison in attempting to relieve the duly 
authorized commander of the guard, under a section of 
the Naval Regulations which provides that, in the event 
of a riot or quarrel between persons belonging to the 
Navy, and within the limits of a naval command, it shall 
be the duty of the senior line officer present belonging to 
that command to suppress the disturbance, was unauthor- 
ized, unwarranted and illegal. In the opinion of the 
court, no condition of affairs existed at the navy yard 
gate at the time in question which justified Lieutenant 
Morrison in invoking the article referred to. In accord- 
ance with the report of the findings rendered by the court, 
the Department has addressed letters of reprimand to the 
iwo officers, calling attention to the findings and express- 
ing the censure and disapproval of the Department.” 


A practical demonstration with wireless telegraphy was 
had by the Navy Department on Nov. 7 with the battle- 
ship Maine. Some information was sought from Rear 
Admiral Evans, who had left Annapolis for New York 
and was at sea off the Atlantic coast. By the employ- 
ment of the wireless system the Department was able to 
communicate with him and secure the desired information 
in less than two hours. 


The torpedoboat Stringham, which was contracted for 
in 18% and the boilers of which were worn out trying to 
make the specified contract speed of thirty knots, has 
been commissioned and will be sent to the Naval Acade- 
my at Annapolis. 


The Bureau of Construction and Repair has received 
the report of a board of survey on the U.S.S. Castine, 
now at the Portsmouth, N.F., Navy Yard. Repairs to 
the extent of $40,000 are recommended and probably will 
be ordered, as the Castine is a craft which can be put to 
good use in the international police duty the United 
States is performing in the West Indies. The Machias 
has been overhauled at the Pensacola Navy Yard and 
the Don —_ de Austria will be commissioned at the 
J’ortsmouth Navy Yard next month. 


The seamen gunners’ class at the Washington Navy 
Yard began work on Nov. 1 with ninety members. The 
accessions by Jan. 2 will bring the total up to one hun- 
dred and fifty. The class will have a thorough course in 
gun mounts and sights at the Washington Navy Yard for 
four months, and the members will then go to Newport 
for six months’ instruction in torpedo work. 


Secretary Bonaparte has changed og name of the tug 
Southwest, recently purchased by the Navy Department 
and assigned to duty at the New Orleans naval station, 
to the Wicomico, after the river of that name in Mary- 
iand. 


No change has been made in the orders for the supply- 
ship Celtic as a result of the injuries which she sustained 
in a collision with the Marblehead at Mare Isiand this 
week. The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is putting 
great hopes in the future of the Celtic as supplyship for 
the North Atlantie Fleet. The Celtic is to proceed around 
South America for this purpose.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Nov. 7, 1905. 

A number of British and American officers enjoyed a 
coon hunt Friday night at Round Bay, eight miles above 
Annapolis. They were conveyed in steam launches and 
pinnaces and boats of the British ships from the Naval 
Academy, and landed at Hopkins creek, near Round 
Bay. The party’s guide was John Knadler, or as he is 
better known, John Weaver, who is the champion coon 
hunter of Anne Arundel. The hunting party consisted 
of about one hundred and fifty men, fifty of whom were 


officers of the British squadron, and the rest from the 
American ships. At first the Britishers took the coon 
hunt in great spirit, but after the first coon was caught 
they soon grew weary and straggled down to the beach 
to enjoy the oyster roast. Twenty-five busheis of oysters 
had been provided and six colored men had been taken 
along to open them. Large grates were put upon the 
shore and big fires built under them to roast the oysters. 
The British officers and their American friends squatted 
down around the fires and were served. with oysters 
taken from out of the fire by the shovelful. Although 
rough tables had been provided, few sat at them, but 
enjoyed the feast informally. The British officers de- 
clared they would rather go on a coon hunt than attend 
a ball or hop, and also ate with great relish the de- 
licious bivalves. : E 

Some fifteen hundred sailors were in Annapolis Friday 
night. The saloons and restaurants were crowded to 
overfiowing, and it was a night of song and hilarity. At 
the local playhouse two previous nights the sailors en- 
joyed themselves mightily. ; 

A minstrel show was given Thursday night aboard the 
battleship Kearsarge by the men of the ship, who en- 
tertained the bluejackets and marines. About 250 men 
of the British flagship were present. The talent was 
furnished by the crew, but several boxing bouts were 
fought by outsiders. The committee went around to 
each of the American ships and brought away the cham- 
pion boxers. The entertainment was held on the forward 
berthdeck. A stage was rigged up, and a regular drop 
curtain was made of sails. ; 

While the vessels of the American Squadron are in this 
port the officers are not devoting themselves wholly io 
the entertainment of the British guests, but are also 
entertaining their friends in this city. Thursday night 
there were a number of dinners aboard the vessels of the 
fleet by both the wardroom and steerage officers to friends 
in Annapolis and the Academy. Aboard the Missouri 
Miss Frances Terry, Miss Daisy Brown, Miss Nancy 
Walton, Miss Daisy Woodward and Miss Mary Randall 
were entertained. Midshipmen Root and Furber, of the 
Massachusetts, entertained the following party: Miss 
Emily Jenkins, of Baltimore; Miss Helen Kinkaid, of 
Washington; Miss Lila Claude, Miss Rachael Claude and 
Miss Evelyn Worthington, of Annapolis. 

The crowning entertainment for the officers of the 
British fleet was the brilliant ball given Saturday night 
at the Naval Academy in the handsome new armory. It 
is estimated that there were a thousand dancers on the 
floor and the galleries were filled with on-lookers and 
chaperons. The Naval Academy band, in full uniform, 
under the direction of Bandsman Zimmerman, was 
located in the center of the dancing floor. Mrs. Sands, 
the wife of the Superintendent, received with Midshipman 
Cabaniss, of the first class. Col. Oswald Tilghman, with 
Mrs. Tilghman, represented the Governor of Maryland. 

The townspeople and visitors put in a busy day Sunday 
visiting the ships and entertaining their friends, who 
came ashore from the American and British fleets. The 
members of the two higher classes were ordered out to 
the British ships to pay formal visits, spent the after- 
noon aboard and were entertained royally. A number of 
U.S. Navy officers’ families were also entertained aboard 
both the American and British fleets. On the Essex a 
dinner was given the wardroom of the Kearsarge, and 
on the Bedford, of his Majesty's fleet, the Illinois offi- 
cers were guests at a return dinner. The officers of the 
Maryland were dined on the Berwick. ; 

Capt. W. S. Cowles, of the battleship Missouri, and his 
officers sent out invitations for a reception on shipboard 
Monday afternoon. Tugs and launches carried the guests 
and local society, who were largely included in those 
asked, to the warship from the foot of Maryland avenue. 

The Navy Department has announced that the gradua- 
tion exercises at the Naval Academy will occur in Feb- 
ruary, but instead of taking place on the first of the 
month, as has been the practice for several years, they 
will be held about Feb. 15, while the regular academic 
year will extend to June 15, instead of ending on the first 
of that month. ; 

The midshipmen defeated the football team of Pennsyl- 
vania State College here Saturday afternoen by a score 
of 11 to 5. They scored a touchdown in the first half, 
from which the goal was kicked, and another in the 
second, but the try at goal failed. The visitors scored a 
touchdown in the first half, but missed the goal and did 
not score in the second. Norton, the Navy quarter, had 
four opportunities for a goal from the field, but missed 
them all. The game ended with the ball in the possession 
of the Navy on their opponent's one-yard line. 

The work of the Navy was remarkable, inasmuch as 
they scored as many touchdowns as did Yale against the 
same team two weeks ago. The score against the Navy 
was made on a blocked kick recovered by Yeckleym, the 
State captain, who ran eighty yards for a touchdown. 
According to accounts of the Yale game, State gained 
ground constantly against Yale, but they were unable 
to gain with any regularity against the Navy. 

The Navy had Spencer and Doherty in as halves and 
they demonstrated that the team is just as strong on the 
offensive without Douglass, the fast back who has been 
out of the game-with a sore leg most of the season. 
Both men played most brilliant and reliable football. 
Norton, at quarter, played over half of the game, but his 
work was not as good as Decker, who succeeded him. 
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Ghormley played his usual reliable game at fullback. 
Captain Howard returned to the game, as left end, the 
new arrangement of Piersol at tackle, and O’Brien at 
guard having worked so admirably. The game to-day 
was full of promise of success against the Army at 
Princeton on Dec. 2, if the present pace is maintained. 
The Navy line-up was: Howard (captain), l.e.; Piersol, 
1.t.; O’Brien, l.g.; Causey, c.; Shafroth, r.g.; Grady, r.t.;

No event in the history of the Naval Academy has 
caused such a shock to the institution and to Annapolis, 
as the death of a midshipman following a blow from 
another in a fight caused by a challenge because a rank- 
ing midshipman had reported the subordinate for an in- 
fraction of the rules of the establishment. The fatal 
fight took place in a room in Bancroft Hall, where, under 
the rules of the institution, a midshipman or an officer 
should have been, or was on duty, to prevent disorder in 
the corridor where the place of the encounter was 
located. 

As officially explained, the fight was the result of a 
breach of the code which governs such disputes as that 
which started the bout. The midshipmen, when they have 
differences which can be settled only by recourse to 
blows, fight under regular Queensbury rules, without 
gloves, and with seconds chosen from the higher classes. 

Branch, in the line of his duties, is said to have found 
Meriwether guilty of some breach of discipline, and to 
have reported him. This, it is declared, is one of the 
things recognized as sufficient ground for calling a man 
out. The seconds were chosen, a timekeeper selected, and 
the men put on the gloves and went at each other hard 
and fast. Meriwether is one of the best developed men 
in the corps, and is distinguishd by the fact that he 
stood no hazing when he was a “‘plebe’’ and hazing pre- 
vailed. He fought every man who encountered him, and 
for that reason is widely known in the yard and town 
as a fighter of considerable ability. 

The battle lasted twenty-two rounds. Midshipman 
Fitch was referee, and Midshipman Noyes timekeeper. 
At the end of that time both combatants were punished 
pretty badly, but not, it was thought, seriously. The 
seconds stopped the contest, declaring that each had 
enough, and they endeavored to persuade the men to go 
back to quarters. While this attempt to end things 
quietly was being made, Branch feil. He was picked up 
and carried to his room, and the men concerned en- 
deavored to fix him up. They were unsuccessful, and 
in the morning, about twelve hours after he was injured, 
he was taken to the Academy hospital unconscious. Dr. 
Finney, who opérated, as told, was sent for and Mr. 
Branch was notified in New York. He at once communi- 
cated with the President, and by the latter’s orders Dr. 
Kerr, chief of staff at the emergency hospital, Washing- 
ton, rushed to Annapolis. Dr. H. M. Thomas, a brain 
specialist from the Johns Hopkins Hospital, came with 
Dr. Finney. The announcement given out to-day is that 
some matter or foreign substance, formed in an artery 
by the intense excitement and exertion of the fight, went 
to the brain and formed the clot which resulted in death. 

In the lack of official information, the general state- 
ment prevails that Branch fell and struck his head 
against some hard substance. This is alleged to have 
caused death. Meriwether is also in the hospital with 
a sprained shoulder and ankle. His home is in Lafayette,

This tragedy may have a serious effect upon the fight- 
ing custom. One of the rules under which such fights 
are conducted is that they shall not go beyond twenty- 
eight rounds, and in this case it is stated that the referee 
called the contest at the end of the twenty-second round. 

Midshipmen Aubray W. Fitch and Leigh Noyes, who 
acted as referee and time-keepers in the fight that re- 
sulted in the death of Midshipman Branch, have been 
reduced from the position of cadet lieutenants to the 
ranks, and Rear Admiral Sands, U.S.N., Superintendent, 
has disrated every midshipman who has been found to 
have had anything to do with the Meriwether-Branch 
fight. Detailed reports of the unfortunate occurrence 
have been forwarded to the Navy Department. 

The steam launch of the H.M.S. ship Cornwall and the 
launch of the U.S. ship Maryland collided off Annapolis 
on Monday night. The American launch carried no lights 
after the custom. Seaman Cadmey, of the Cornwall, was 
knocked overboard unconscious, but was saved by an 
American sailor pulling him aboard ship. The American 
launch was uninjured, but the British boat was so badly 
hurt it would have sunk but for a water-tight apartment.

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MARE ISLAND. 


Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 3, 1905. 

The trial of Ensign Charles T. Wade, engineer officer 
of the U.S.S. Bennington, charged with neglect of duty, 
commenced on Monday morning, Oct. 30. The young offi- 
cer was tried before the same court as Comdr. Lucien 
Young, and was represented by ex-Congressman Theo- 
dore A. Bell with Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans as 
associate counsel. The trial, from beginning to end, ran 
along quickly and smoothly, both the counsel for the de- 
fense and the judge advocate, Capt. Ernest E. West, 
U.S.M.C., appearing anxious to dispose of the matter as 
rapidly as they could and still fulfill their duty. As was 
to be expected Ensign Wade pleaded not guilty to the 
charge and all the eight specifications, and the time from 
the opening of the court on Monday morning until noon 
of Wednesday was taken up with the presentation of the 
case for the prosecution. The case for the defense was 
presented in about a day, the principal witness being the 
accused officer, who took the stand at his own request 
and gave, in full detail, an account of his actions from 
the time that the sailing orders of the Bennington were 
received at San Diego on July 20 up to the time of the 
explosion on the following day. He also testified regard- 
ing the orders he had received upon assuming the duties 
of senior engineer officer of the ship, the inspections he 
had made, etc. At 2:30 on the afternoon of Thursday, 
Nov. 2, the case for the defense was closed, and Attor- 
ney Bell summed up his case in an able manner, declar- 
ing that there was not one jot of evidence to show that 
the accused had been guilty of neglect which contributed 
to the loss of life on the Bennington, and making a 
strong plea that the court, in returning their findings, 
should not seek to divide the specifications, but should 
consider them as a whole, for if the young officer were 
held guilty of even one of the specification it would go 
abroad to the world that he was responsible for the loss 
of sixty-five precious lives. Judge Advocate West took 
only about twenty minutes for his final argument, in 
which he pointed out briefly to the court the evidence 
which he believed showed the accused had been guilty of 
neglect of duty in not living up to the regulations. At 
3:40 the case was closed and this morning the court went 
into closed session to reach a decision in the matter.

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Cases before the Court of Claims to be tried during the 
present term involve the following questions: The claim 
to additional compensation of officers on duty with the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, and that of officers serving 
at foreign legations in Hawaii and Porto Rico to the ten 
per cent. increase for foreign service; the right of officers 
to additional pay for exercising a higher command under 
the Act of April 26, 1898. It is held by the Treasury 
Department that the senior officers present would be 
obliged to take the command under the regulations and 
that Congress did not contemplate giving additional pa) 
for such service. The case of Paymaster Peterson, U.S. 
N., brings up the mooted question of the right of officers 
to mileage on short trips for inspection and recruiting 
duty. There is also to be determined the right of the 
officers of the pay corps to mounted pay, the right of offi- 
cers entering the Academy in 1864 and 1865 to retire- 
ment with the rank and pay of the next higher grade, and 
the right of officers in the corps of the Navy other than 
the line, medical and pay corps to thirty days’ leave with- 
out loss of pay. Other retired officers are also contesting 
before the court their right to receive longevity increas: 
when detailed to active duty, provided they have not com- 
pleted twenty years’ service upon retirement. The acting 
assistant surgeons are contesting for Army pay and al- 
lowances.

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The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts this week opened 
the bids of eight responsible houses for the annual to- 
baceo supply of 150,000 pounds of smoking and chewing 
tobacco for the Navy. The usual “chewing board” of 
five officers to test the samples offered will be ordered 
soon at the New York Navy Yard. Probably no article 
for which the Navy Department contracts is subjected to 
such a rigid test as the tobacco. The bureau has under 
preparation the issuing list of prices for clothing and 
small stores during the ensuing year. It will: be prac- 
tically a repetition of last year’s price list, with sligth 
variations, 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British Royal Garrison Artillery are not favorably 
disposed toward the plan of handing the submarine min- 
ing station over to the Admiralty for coast defense work 
next year. The Pioneer, of India, says: “The defenses 
of such important stations as Gibraltar, Malta, and 


Aden, not to mention our Indian coast defenses, will 
presumably be controlled by naval officers who will exer- 
cise command over the R.G.A. The prospect is not a 
hopeful one, for the sailor on shore has the crudest ideas 
of gunnery and knows nothing of the complicated machin- 
ery employed in land batteries. He has immense confi- 
dence in himself, however, as an expert with any gun, 
though the highly trained artillery officer knows only too 
well that his confidence is absolutely misplaced.” 


Owing to some of the names being too awkward for 
ready use, Lord Kitchener has abolished the Indian mili- 
‘ary code of telegraphic addresses. The Chief Engineer 
was known as “‘bilderreich,’”’ the Director of Education 
s “erzielen,” the Inspector General of Cavalry as “ac- 
tioris,” whilst other officials had such names appended as 
‘innuisti,” “renatamus,” ‘‘mytulorum,” and “reciusus.” 
here were about 300 of those names in the list, which 
was most confusing except to the expert. Erzieher would 
-eem to be a better name for a Director of Education 
than “erzielen.” 

The artillery of the Spanish army is to be re-armed 
with modern quick-firing field guns. The government will 
ontract with foreign firms for the supply of the selected 
veapon and equipment, and proposes to spread the ex- 
»yenditure over four years. 


A writer in the Edinburgh Review, after enumerating 
the various calibers of guns carried by the vessels on 
either side during Togo’s fight with the Russians, draws 
attention to the circumstance that the Japanese had a 
considerable preponderance in guns of the medium and 
lighter natures, whereas of the heavier natures—i.e., 10- 
nch and 12-inch, the Russians had a majority almost 
equally marked. He notes the fact that each side had in 
its modern type battleships the same number of powerful 
12-inch guns—namely, sixteen—the remainder being scat- 
‘ered among the less important ships, and insists that the 
Japanese fire, more accurate than that of the other side. 
was made still more effective by the great rapidity of 
shooting, and by the concentration of a large number of 
zuns on a particular ship or group of ships, the size of 
the guns not being a determining factor. As to the tor- 
pedoes he says that, as far as is known, throughout the 
action lasting two days not a single torpedo was launched 
from any one of 191 tubes carried by the ships on both 
sides, and yet, the installation of a torpedo armament 
has modified in no small degree the internal design of the 
vessels. The battleships, moreover, were all constructed 
for ramming, and yet no attempt was made at attacking 
with the ram, nor, indeed, was such a method of attack 
thought of. Great size, this writer holds, gives no more 
immunity from rapid sinking than moderate dimensions. 
Lastly, we are told that the battle soon turned into a 
series of operations, in carrying out which the Japanese 
were able to bring a superior force against the small 
groups into which the Russian fleet had been broken up, 
the Japanese ships, as a rule, retaining unimpaired their 
power of mobility, whilst that of the Russians had been 
seriously reduced. It seems probable, says the writer, 
that this superiority in mobility has been represented as 
superiority of speed. ‘‘Superiority of speed, as was ex- 
pected, did give, not the certainty, but a better chance, 
of escape, when discretion dictated the necessity of run- 
ning away.” 

Short service enlistments have been authorized in 
seven battalions of seven selected regiments of the British 
army. 


“Blind old Dandalo,” says the Army and Navy Ga- 
zette, “might lead the legions of the West when ninety 
years had passed over him, but Don John of Austria was 
only twenty-six at Lepanto, an action which, as Bacon 
justly observed, “arrested the greatness of the Turk.” 
Wolfe was entrusted with the operations against Quebec 
when he was thirty-three; Wellington had command of 
an army at thirty—he was only thirty-eight when he 
went to the Peninsula; Nelson was only thirty-nine at 
the Nile, and forty-seven at Trafalgar. Those were 
— men fitted for command came rapidly to the 
ront. 


Sir John French, in his observations on the recent 
British army maneuvers, notes an improvement in the 
artillery in the following points: (a) The perfecting of 
the means of communication between widely dispersed 
batteries; (b) the effective concealment of guns in ac- 
tion; (c) the employment of indirect fire and observation 
of fire; (d) the provision of artificial cover. Sir John 
lays stress upon the mutual understanding which must 
exist between artillery and infantry commanders. 

In battle practice at 6,000 yards range, with a speed of 
fifteen knots, H.M.S. King Edward VII. made a score of 
ten hits out of eleven rounds with her 12-inch guns. The 
record for the other guns was 9.2-inech guns, 31 rounds, 
15 hits; 6-inch guns, 71 rounds, 26 hits; total, 51 hits 
out of 115 rounds. 

In a speech at a Trafalgar banquet Admiral Sir Cyp- 
rian Bridge said: ‘Great tacticians like Nelson were 
born, not made. Still, he kept improving his talent by 
study. When only twenty-four years of age he was known 
to those above him as a student of the art ef warfare at 
sea, and he continued his studies for the remaining twen- 
ty-four years of his life. If Nelson, gifted as he was, 
found it necessary to do this, how much more necessary 
must it be for officers of the present day?” 

The Swedish Admiralty intends to strengthen the fleet 
by the addition of one armored cruiser, four torpedoboat 
destroyers, eight torpedoboats of the first and seven of 
the second class, and one submarine. 

The Assistance, of the British navy, which went ashore 
on the coast of Morocco, had not been refloated at last 
accounts. The last news was that she was in fourteen 
feet of water at high tide, and had the reef amid-ship. 
Her bottom was badly damaged, and it was necessary to 
discharge all weight. The salvage operations were great- 
ly retarded by bad weather. 

Discussing the subject of short service for the British 
army the United Service Gazette says: ‘“Most young men 
have an inborn love of adventure, for which, with the 
great majority, there is no possible outlet, except through 
the medium of the services. It is to this adventurous 
spirit, this natural craving for excitement, for an oul- 
ward manifestation of physical gifts, that we owe the ex- 
istence and maintenance of our great citizen army. It is 
to this class that a short.term of service will naturally 
appeal, as affording them the opportunity they seek to 
essay an experiment with military service, without com- 
mitting themselves to a lengthy engagement which might 
affect the whole tenor of their after lives. It is the con- 
venience of short service that will serve as an attraction 
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to youths of the middle station of society, who have hith. 
erto held aloof from the army for reasons, of which the 
length of the engagement was perhaps the weightiest.’”’ 
We are glad to note, by the way, a decided improvement 
in the Gazette under its new management. 


The United Service Gazette says: ‘‘The Jaeger Cloth- 
ing Company have been enthusiastic supporters of minia- 
ture rifle shooting for some years, and three years ago 
Rudyard Kipling opened a miniature range at their recre- 
ation ground at Sydenham. Owing to the distance from 
their homes, the attendance at this range by the em- 
ployees was not as regular as the firm desired, and par- 
ticularly was this the case during the winter months. 
This induced the directors to build a range literally over 
the heads of their employees, so that rifle practice might 
be indulged in at any hour of the day when business and 
inclination permitted. The range is twenty-eight yards 
long by ten feet wide, and at the target end is a large 
window, which is protected by steel folding doors. A 
series of ingeniously placed shields prevent bullets escap- 
ing into the outside world or injuring adjacent windows. 
Thus a fully occupied warehouse in the heart of the city 
has been provided with a rifle range, which enables the 
members of the rifle club to walk straight from their 
desks to the firing point, without interference with busi- 
ness, without loss of space or light, and with perfect se- 
curity.” 


The France Militaire highly commends the new French 
musketry instructions as a very considerable improve- 
ment on the regulations of 1903, because of their excel- 
lent instructions for the individual marksman and of 
groups of men. The commander indicates the object, and 
the subordinate officers retain initiative and the choice 
of means. Having always in view the fact that every- 
thing shall be done in view of war, certain practices in 
marksmanship are abolished at the ranges. The regula- 
tions have little to say about collective fire, and lay down 
the principle that the instruction is to give facility in 
firing and increase the moral value of the soldier by im- 
parting to him confidence in himself and his arm. It 1s 
provided that infantry fire has but one object—to facili- 
tate movement. Therefore all instruction in marksman- 
ship should have for its object to unite fire with move- 
ment, which is a fundamental principle in the action of 
infantry in the field. 


The British Admiralty directs that specifications as to 
the repairing required in vessels going to dockyards be 
sent to the yard one month before the date fixed for the 
arrival of the ship. In the case of any fittings requiring 
special preparation all necessary details are to be sent 
with the defect list, together with accurate and fully-di- 
mensioned sketches. Defects are to be grouped in the 
following order: Hull, engines, boilers, auxiliary ma- 
chinery, armament fittings, torpedo fittings, electric light- 
ing, masts and yards, rigging, boats, and stores. Atten- 
tion is directed also to the need for taking into account 
the age and fighting value of the ship when suggesting 
alterations and additions believed to be necessary for sea- 
going and fighting efficiency. : 


There were eighteen hundred guests at a marriage feast 
at Sevignac, near Morlaix, Brittany, and three hundred 
servants waited upon them in an open fieid. 


Lieut. Col. H. P. Gough, of the British army, in the 
course of a lecture on the strategical employment of cav- 
alry, which he recently delivered before the members of 
the United Service Institution, reminded his hearers that 
it was reserved for the Americans chiefly to exemplify the 
strategic value of cavalry. In support of that view he 
cited an article published in Germany not long ago by a 
distinguished German cavalry officer, General Pelet-Nar- 
bonne, who strongly urged all officers to study the lessons 
to be Jearned from the history of United States Cavalry 
operations. ‘That a German cavalryman should offer 
such advice is curious,” Colonel Gough went on to say, 
“because it has been the fashion in Germany and among 
those who look only to Germany for inspiration on cavy- 
alry matters, to depreciate the United States Cavalry, 
and to assert that they would not for one minute have 


withstood European cavalry trained on the German meth- 
ods. But the War of Secession showed how greatly the 
strategic value of cavalry has increased, when, owing to 
being armed with a good firearm, it possesses the power 
of defense or of attack on foot, without in the least de- 
gree losing any of its offensive value when mounted.” 


Lieut. Gen. Sir lan Hamilton, who takes a great inter- 
est in football, has deputed a committee of officers to su- 
pervise the working of the many clubs on Salisbury Plain, 
and to encourage the game generally in the Southern Dis- 
trict, which he commands. 
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CRITICISMS ON TACTICS, ETC. 


The following are extracts from a summary of the 
criticisms and recommendations of Gen. Charles King and 
Major Charles G. Woodward, U.S.A. inspecting officers 
during the encampments for 1905, of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard, announced by Adjutant General Boardman: 

“It was noted that one company on detraining left their 
overcoats in the coach. These were thrown on the plat- 
form by the men in charge and remained there until sent 
for, to the detriment of the coats and the blocking of 
traffic.” 

Some mounted officers did not unhook saber before 
mounting. ‘‘Many instances of careless saber manual 
were observed.”’ 

Much is lacking in promptness in falling in at the pre- 
scribed signals for company and other formations. At 


assembly for guard mount first sergeants inspect dress 
and general appearance only. Par. 7, ‘‘At assembly for 
parade companies must be inspected by their captains. 
Par. 474. ‘ 

“A number of errors were noted in extended order for- 
mations: 

“First. In many cases, line of squads, the corporal was 
not in proper position. Par. 149 and 227, I.D.R., 1904. 

“Second. Deployment as skirmishers by the flank was 
often executed in quick time. Skirmishers should move 
rapidly. Par. 152, 1.D.R. 

“Third. Assembling when faced or marching to the rear 
is not authorized. It was done. Par. 156, I.D.R. 

“Fourth. In advancing, all company officers take posts 
in front of the company. Par. 224, I.D.R. 

“Fifth. In advancing to the attack many men fired 
from positions where they could not possibly see the tar- 
get. Par. 22; I.D.R. 

“Sixth. Volley firings were delivered at all kinds of 
impossible ranges. Par. 20, I.D.R. 

“Seventh. Many skirmishers carried their rifles with 
muzzles pointed downward to the rear; guns so carried 
would probably cause nervousness among the supports and 
reserve. Par. 23, I.D.R. ‘ 

“BKighth. The most serious defect noted was the ab- 
solute lack of appreciation by many officers of the ad- 
vantages of natural cover for their men. A careful read- 
ing of Pars. 81, 83, 84, 86, I.D.R., would make it apparent 
that cover should always be used when such use does not 
diminish effectiveness of fire. All other considerations 
give way to this. Par. 24, I.D.R. 

“Ninth. Advances of skirmish lines within the zone of 
effective Infantry fire, i.e., while they were presumably 
under fire, were made in quick time. They should gen- 
erally be at a run. Par. 23, I.D.R. 

“Tenth. The bunching of skirmishers, excepting for 
the purpose of taking advantage of the same cover is in- 
advisable. At about 600 yards the line, in normal at- 
tack, consists of one skirmisher per yard. Par. 237, I.D.R. 

“More importance seemed to be attached to the two- 
yard interval and to accurate alignment than to cover. 
The spectacle of askirmish line marching erect in beauti- 
ful order over open ground to the attack of an indicated 
enemy 700 yards away provokes a shudder, and the sight 
of a strong flanking command firing volleys up-hill at 
an enemy safely ensconced in trenches barely fifty yards 
away is bewildering. As a rule, once out of Hne of 
squads, our officers should study the ground and drop 
the book. 

“When time permits a thorough reconnaissance of a 
position to be occupied should be made; in all circum- 
stances, the flanks must be fully protected as conditions 
permit. 

“Battalion commanders should never waste time or 
strength in marching about fh column of squads, should 
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move swiftly from one formation to another, should in- 
sist on soldierly bearing on part of the men, but should 
never keep them standing at attention while giving ex- 
planations, instructions or criticisms. ‘At ease’ should 
be ordered every few minutes, but between times the 
utmost precision should be demanded. File closers should 
be made to do their duty in this respect. Of all I watched 
and noted not one in twenty was of the faintest use. 
When the drill is conducted, as I have indicated, men 
almost, if not actually, enjoy it, but if they are per- 
mitted to dawdle through, as most of them were, school 
of battalion becomes nothing but a bore, and they carry 
to the ceremonies themselves the slouch that they are 
permitted to acquire on drill. 

“Attention is called to Par. 487, I.D.R. Many departures 
from these instructions were observed. The lieutenants 
should carry saber at the command ‘Inspection, arms.’ 
About fifty per cent. of the lieutenants were at the order 
arms when inspected. 

“While it is best and quickest to conduct roll-call by 
squads, the formation should be by company. ‘There is 
no provision in the Drill Regulations for roll-call in line 
of squads. 

“Smearing vasoline or cosmoline on any part of the 
rifle shall be prohibited. A thin coating is all that is 
necessary.”’
